‘“‘What America Celebrates on 


Independence Day” 


A Significant Interpretation Of Our Two Early Declarations 
By A Distinguished Statesman During A “Calamity” in 1897 


Some historians have called Amer- 
ica’s last 10 years of the 19th cen- 
tury, “The Decade of the Gs.” This 
stemmed from three adjectives gen- 
erally applied then—and later—to 
the Nineties because, reputedly, they 
personified each one: the gay, the 
golden, and the gloomy. 

Surprisingly, the historians 
dwelled long upon the gaiety and 
the glitter, while largely by-passing 
the dismal. So. it was revealing to 
find an authentic concrete answer 
to the “G” of gloom recently in a 
scrapbook of yellowed newspaper and 
magazine clippings, published 63 
years ago. 

More interesting, if not paradox- 
ical, was the fact that the gloom 
evolved from gay Nineties’ Fourth 
of July celebrations! 

Their fireworks left smouldering 
embers, year after year, which by 
1896, blazed into a burning question 
—one that today again is being 
asked and pondered by public spir- 
ited, thinking Americans: 

“Ts the real spirit of American Pa- 
triotism still alive? Is love of liber- 
ty and country as deeply and strong- 
ly implanted in America’s heart as 
it was in 1776?” 

Today, this is of universal con- 
cern as the free world seriously en- 
deavors to obliterate threats of fu- 
ture war by working out and main- 
taining a plan for peaceful co-exist- 
ence with the world behind the Iron 
Curtain. But, in 1896 it was main- 
ly of national concern, applying ex- 
clusively to Americans. 

By 1896, from public platform and 
pulpit, observant, serious thinking 
citizens began voicing fears that 
America was going to the dogs be- 
cause true Patriotism was fading 
and decaying, “a fact portentous of 
evil.” 

Such conclusions by the “Gloomy 
Gus” group as these citizens were 
called, emanated from current trends 
and practices. Foremost, was the 
glaring fact that events, which, in 
the past would have moved the en- 
tire populace to impulsive, emphatic 
remonstrance and warlike prepara- 
tions, now, were seemingly ignored 
with complete laissez-faire. 

Indeed, that vigorous, stimulating, 
mythical figure, symbolizing the spir- 
it of ’76, “Yankee Doodle, the Dan- 
dy,” had deteriorated into “Flap 
Doodle, the Boodle,” a veritable play- 
boy! 

These charges were a challenge to 
equally serious thinking citizens, who

became known as the “Gay Gus” 
group. They pointed out that the 
foregoing mentioned events of import 
did not pass unnoticed, but because 
the national temperament had ma- 
tured, they were handled philosoph- 
ically, in a rational, calm, and wise 
way, instead of with the old fash- 
ioned hasty, ill considered judgment. 
It was the “hotheads,” not FPatrio- 
tism, that had faded away. 

Aghast at the very idea of the 
founding fathers being considered 
“hotheads,” the “Gloomy Gus” group 
dropped this issue as if it were a 
Roman candle about to explode, and 
seized upon the “new style” Fourth 
of July celebrations as the cause 
célébre. 

There was, they contended, no dis- 
puting the fact that the gay, pleas- 
ure loving people of the Nineties 
had introduced a new way of cele- 
brating this historic anniversary. 
The “Gloomy Gus’ group loudly de- 
plored: “Fourth of July observation 
has taken new form. 

“Picnics and athletic competitions 
have supplanted patriotic exercises. 
. .. There is as much noise as ever, 
but it is noise without enthusiasm. 
The old-time stentorian spouter who 
was wont to twist the lion’s tail 
and send the American eagle soar- 
ing on glorious missions is in igno- 
ble retirement. Orators cannot move 
their auditors to frenzy by spell- 
binding flights of impassioned elo- 
quence!” 

Fireworks, too, were attacked and 
not for noise alone, but for being a 
“grandiose extravagance.” In 1893, 
the World’s Fair at Chicago had 
educated ‘Americans to gigantic, gor- 
geous pyrotechnical displays; and by 
1897, communities vied with one 
another in presenting spectacular ef- 
fects, which cost from $100 to $1000 
each. 

After protesting other innovations 
introduced on the Fourth of July 
during the gay Nineties, the “Gloomy 
Gus” group began bombarding news- 
papers with letters written around 
the theme: “Is the Fourth of July 
celebration commemorative of the 
birth of "Independence, or is it a 
meaningless saturnalia of noise and 
riotous indulgences?” 

These letters prompted several 
editorials, and all discreetly referred 
to the fact that 33 year old Thomas 
Jefferson, when he wrote the Dec- 
laration, made it crystal clear that 
the individual has certain natural 
rights over which no external au- 
thority has any control! 
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Undaunted by this, and still firmly 
convinced that the original spirit of 
American Patriotism was in dras- 
tic need of a public rededication, the 
“Gloomy Gus” group approached the 
editors of an outstanding, widely 
read newspaper, The New York! 
Times. The editors decided, that to 
command readers’ attention, the re- 
dedication should be an _ editorial 
written by an illustrious American, 
distinguished for his patriotism. 

After exploring the field, the edi- 
tors and patriots selected a man of 
immeasurable patriotism, and whose 
long, stringent exercise of it in Con- 
gress had earned him the sobriquet 
of “Czar.” He was the Speaker of 
the House of Representatives, Thom- 
as Brackett Reed, 1839-1902, whom 
most European statesmen called, 
“America’s most brilliant _ politi- 
cian.” It was only by a quirk of @ 
fate that he wasn’t nominated for 
the presidency instead of McKinley. |” 

“Tom” Reed, as he was common- 
ly called, was a dyed-in-the-wool 7 
Yankee, having been born and edu- 
cated in Maine. After being admit- 
ted to the bar there, he became 
active in local Republican politics, 7 
and served in various capacities, in- 
cluding the attorney-generalship. 

Following his election to Congress 7 
in 1876, Reed’s extraordinary capa-/ 
bilities soon made him a Republican 
leader. Conservative by conviction, 
he had a mordant wit, winning smile, 
and his exceptional skill as a par- 
liamentarian led to his being elected | 
Speaker three times. 

Reed also was an effective talker 
and debater. Like his popular con- 
temporary, Mark Twain, his writ- 
ings had the unusual cadence of 
speech which usually made an in- 
delible impression upon the reader. 

In fact, Reed’s Fourth of July edi- 
torial had such a vital impact upon 
The Times’ editors that they decided 
it should be shared with the entire 
nation and made it available for 
use by any publication on July 4th— 
or after—provided it was published 
with The Times’ notice of copy- 
right. i 

How very many publications took 
advantage of this offer is indicated} 
by the pages of clippings in the old 
scrapbook; likewise, additional pages 
contained later editorials inspired by 
the Reed interpretation. 

‘And what did he write? 

Calling his interpretation, ‘What 
America Celebrates On Indepen- 
dence Day,” Reed began: 

“The half-dozen pages which be-/ 
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gin the first volume of the Journal 
of the Continental Congress show be- 
yond a per-adventure that the Colo- 
nists, assailed in their dearest rights 
and privileges, had no wish to sep- 
arate themselves from the mother 
country. 

“Their abiding hope was that a 
peaceful solution of their difficulties 
mizht be found in some manner com- 
patible with the high notions of lib- 
erty which they had derived from 
th: very people to whom they were 
ad vessing their remonstrances—high 
no. ons of liberty which had been 
increased in intensity by the free 
life of pioneers . . . who at no pe- 
rio’ of their history, either before 
or after the Revolution, could ever 
release themselves from that instinc- 
tive certainty of future greatness 
which carried them through all dis- 
asters to the triumphant conquest of 
4,000,000 square miles, and of a 
prosperity. ... 

“That they were mistaken in their 
anticipations, is history so _ well 
known that we forget how many 
weary and anxious months passed 
away before the truth, so painful to 
them and so glorious to us, forced 
itself upon their understanding—the 
truth ‘that these United Colonies are 
and of right ought to be free and in- 
dependent States.’ ” 

After applauding the “lofty” char- 
acter of George Washington and his 
soldiers, Reed referred to “musty 
old records,” saying: 

“On the 6th of July, 1775, a year 
lacking two days before the Decla- 
ration of Independence . Con- 
gress perfected and published an ad- 
dress to the world: ‘A declaration 
by the representatives of the United 
Colonies of North America, now met 
in Congress at Philadelphia, setting 
forth the causes and necessities of 
their taking up arms.’ This declara- 
tion, for its dignity, its moderation, 
its appropriateness, and power of 
diction, its calmness, candor, and 
force, is worthy a high place in his- 
tory. 

“Lest this declaration,’ they say, 
‘should disquiet the minds of our 
friends and fellow-subjects in any 
part of the empire, we assure them 
that we mean not to dissolve that 
union which has so long and so hap- 
pily subsisted between us and which 
we sincerely wish to see restored. 

“In our own native land, in the 
defense of the freedom which is our 
birthright, and which we ever en- 
joyed until the late violation of it— 
for the protection of our property, 
acquired solely by the honest indus- 
try of our forefathers and ourselves, 
against violence actually offered— 
we have taken up arms. We shall 
lay them down when hostilities shall 
cease on the part of the aggressors 
and all danger of their being re- 
hey shall be removed, and not be- 
ore.’ 

P “In like manner,” continued Reed, 
and to the same purport they ad- 
dressed ‘the King’s most excellent 
Majesty,’ reminding him of their de- 
votion in times but recently passed 
and assuring him that ‘our breasts 
retain too tender a regard for the 


kingdom from which we derive our 
origin to request such a reconcilia- 
tion as might be in any manner in- 
consistent with her dignity or her 
welfare’. ... 

“As time passed and human pas- 
sions had their sway, it became 
more and more evident that Bunker 
Hill and Lexington, Concord and 
Ticonderoga, Quebec and White 
Bridge, had raised a barrier between 
the Colonists and their enemies 
which no words... no grievances 
--. no rights . ..no love... could 
overleap. Then it was that cur fore- 
fathers declared our country free 
and independent, and with unfalter- 
ing hand took the measure which 
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THOMAS JEFFERSON, in his prime, 
at the age of 43 years, ten years after 
he wrote the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence upon which his hand rests in this 
engraving of the portrait painted by 
Matthew Brown in 1786, for another 
signer and patriot father, John Adams. 





made that Declaration an epoch in 
the history of the world! 

“Therefore,” explained Reed, “it 
is that we celebrate on the annual 
occurrence of the great Day, not 
only the birth of a new nation, but 
the uplifting of human liberty every- 
where! 

“Our freedom and our struggles 
were the torches which lighted the 
way to the independence of all those 
of our whole hemisphere whose ad- 
venturous spirits had led them across 
an unknown ocean to unhospitable 
shores, whose enterprise had made 
fields and homes where stood the 
dark forests, and sunny gardens 
where the deserts were.” 

To emphasize the significance and 
far reaching effects of these torches 
lighted by America’s founding fath- 
ers, Reed appropriately, if not au- 
daciously, pointed to the granddaugh- 
ter of George II'l, the august 78 
year old Victoria Regina. 
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In referring to the success of the 
Declaration, Reed commented: “No 
more striking proof that this great 
action was broader than our nation 
and conferred benefits even to our 
enemies, even upon those who re- 
fused to fight by our side, although 
our cause was common, can _ be 
found than have displayed them- 
selves in the scenes which accom- 
pany the celebration of the 60 year 
jubilee of the granddaughter of the 
sovereign whose might we defied and 
from whose rule we revolted 120 
years ago. 

“We won liberty, not for our- 
selves alone, but for all the colonies 
of the empire of Great Britain and 
Ireland. During the jubilee ceremo- 
nies, in the very presence of the heir 
to the throne, while professing as 
did our fathers before the Fourth of 
July, 1776, and meaning it as they 
did, the utmost devotion to the Brit- 
ish Crown, Wilfrid Laurier, Premier 
of the Dominion north of us, which 
has an area greater than our own, 
declared in so many words: 

“‘Canada is a nation; Canada is 
free, and freedom is its nationality. 
Though Canada acknowledges the 
suzerainty of the sovereign, I am 
here to say that independence would 
give the Canadians no more rights 
than they already have.’ 

“This,” observed Reed, “is but plain 
prose for Kipling’s lines: 

‘Daughter am [ in my mother’s 

house. 

But mistress in my own: 

The gates are mine to open, 

As the gates are mine to close.’ 


“How different is this triumphant 
language of the Premier and ‘Our 
Lady of the Snows’ from the somber 
words which our forefathers, in Con- 
gress assembled, were forced to use 
to the subjects of George III: ‘We 
most solemnly, before God and the 
world, declare that, exerting the ut- 
most energy of these powers which 
our beneficent Creator hath gra- 
ciously bestowed upon us, the arms 
we have been compelled by our ene- 
mies to assume, we will, in defiance 
of every hazard, with unabating 
firmness and perseverance, employ 
for the preservation of our liberties; 
being with one mind resolved to die 
freemen rather than live slaves.’ 

“The lessons taught by our strug- 
gle and victory are as lasting as 
our race and broader than even the 
vast territory we cover today. 

“When, therefore,” concluded 
Reed, “we celebrate the Declaration 
of Independence, we celebrate not 
only the courage and conduct of an- 
cestors whose descendants we are, 
but the brave and far-sighted deed 
of servants of mankind who not only 
founded an empire, but broadened 
the pathway of civilization, progress, 
and freedom around the world.” 

Thus, the conservative Statesman 
interpreted Patriotism’s future as 
seeming assured due to its continued 
practice, and widespread, salutary 
influence during the past 121 years. 
This past, clearly showing American 
Patriotism was based upon a philos-

Music critics are a disagreeing 
lot. But one and all, without excep- 
tion, lavished superlatives when the 
object of their pronouncements was 
the irreprehensible Marcella Sem- 
brich! 

These individuals ——among them 
recognized experts in the matter— 
heard her in the flesh, of course, and 
knew what they were talking about. 
But now it has repeatedly been 
opined that there is “hooting” pres- 
ent in her records! 

If this unfortunate term refers 
to the peculiar tinge that often col- 
ors some of Sembrich’s tones, then 
the description is no iess fallacious 
than “screaming” in reference to 
Patti’s occasional piercing upper 
notes, and “weird sounds” to those 


funny, nondescript noises that Mel- 
ba left on more than one of her 
discs. 

Individual properties in a human 
voice, not due to defective produc- 
tion, do not constitute faulty sing- 
ing. And a better organized vocal 
apparatus than Sembrich’s would be 
difficult to find on records or else- 
where. 

First and above all, of course, it 
was her voice. Brilliant yet soft- 
textured, spontaneous and _ flexible, 
it soared through its extensive gamut 
with the lightness ot a bird on the 
wing. 

Then it was her masterful control 
of this superior organ—a _ control 
consisting in equal measure of nat- 
ural intuition and acquired knowl- 
edge. And last but by far not least, 
her superb musicianship! 

If only more singers realized the 
importance of a solid musical back- 
ground in a voice. Backed by a thor- 
ough musical education, a vocal in- 
strument even of lesser magnitude 
becomes one of assertive virtuosity. 

This is why from all of Sem- 
brich’s records—including the least 
successful—transpires a commanding 
expertness. It is at once impressive, 
reassuring, and gratifying to the ear. 

Naturally, one wishes that she had 
recorded earlier, when physical re- 
sources matched those acquired 
through years of experience. Indeed, 
had the recording process come into 
existence just about 20 years or so 
earlier, Sembrich and her contempo- 
raries would have benefited—and we 
also, enormously. 

But all notwithstanding, the diva’s 
voice was still one of rare beauty 
even at'50. And the polish of her art, 
of course, shone with but the bright- 
er, lustre. 

It must be mentioned that now and 
then flaws inflict their unlovely pres- 
ence upon an _ otherwise perfectly 
lovely whole. For one, fatigue is 
apparent, as are unsteadiness of the 
tone, and other ragged edges. 

Fortunately, however, the points 
of excellence far outweigh whatever 
weaknesses merciless time _ inflicted 
on one of the most gifted throats in 
the annals of opera. 

Although Sembrich’s biography is 
quite well known, perhaps a sketch 
about her may prove useful at this 
point (and besides, she is one of my 
special pets). ; 

Marcella Sembrich’s real name 
was Prakseda Marcelina Kochanska 
—with an accent aigue on the “n” 
to soften it. (The given names are 
usually written “Praxede Marcel- 
line.” but that is the Gallicized spell- 
ing of the original Polish). She was 
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born in Wisniewezyk, Galicia, on 
February 15, 1858. 

When four, Marcelina began stu- 
dying piano, and when six the vio- 
lin—both with her father, the violin- 
ist Kasimir Kochanski. At 10 she 
played both instruments in public. 

A year later, she undertook a four- 
year course on the piano under the 
tutelage of Wilhelm Stengel, whom 
she married in May, 1877) and cn 
the violin with Brustermann at the 
Lemberg Conservatory. In 1874, it 


the age of 16 she sang, and play«d ff 


both instruments for Liszt. 

His perceptive ear immediate'y 
detected her uncommon vocal tal- 
ents. The great master then urged 
the girl to further pursue her music 
studies, but to dedicate herself move 
to vocal training.

Heeding his advice, she went to 
Vienna in 1875 to study singing 
with Rokitansky, and at the same 
time piano with Epstein.

application she was ready for her 
operatic début, which took place at 
Athens, on June 7, 1877, as Elvira 
in “{ Puritani.” On this occasion 
she assumed her mother’s surname 
of Sembrich, which she thereafter 
adopted as her stage name. 
Following a two-month stay in 
Greece, she returned to Vienna to 
be coached in the German repertoire 


by Richard Lewy. Then in October | 
of 1878, in the role of Lucia, she > 


began a two-year association with 
the Dresden Court Opera. 

On June 12, 1880, again as Lu- 
cia, she took her first bow at the 
Royal Italian Opera in London, 
where she sang during five consecu- 
tive seasons. Once more as Lucia, 


she made her American début at the : 





halt 
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Metropolitan, on its official second 
opening night on December 24, 1883. 

At the completion of that season, 
still in quest of “the truth,’ she 
turned this time to Lamperti pére, 
whose finishing touches launched her 
upon the glamorous stages of Aus- 
tria, Germany, Russia, Spain, Eng- 
land, and the Scandinavian countries, 
where she reigned from 1884 to 1898. 

In the fall of 1898 she answered 
anew the call of the Metropolitan, 
and completed the season in 1899. 
From 1901 to 1909 she remained at 
the New York Maximus as one of 
its most prized members. 

After retiring from the Opera, 
Sembrich sang in concert until the 
death of her husband in 1917, and 
from then on devoted herself to 
teaching at both the Curtis Insti- 
tute in Philadelphia and at the Juil- 
liard School in New York. Marcel- 
la Sembrich died in New York, on 
January 11, 1935, a little over a 
month before her 77th birthday. 

Aside from the aforementioned 
roles, Sembrich’s operatic. repertoire 
included those of Violetta, Amina, 
Gilda, Rosina, Zerlina (Don Giovan- 
ni), Ophelia, Martha, Marguerite 
(Huguenots), Susanna (Nozze di 
Figaro) Juliette, Norina. Frau Fluth, 
Eva, Queen of the Night, Mimi, Ma- 
rie (Fille du Régiment), Ulana 
(Manru), Elvira (Ernani), ‘Adina, 
Rosalinde, Lakmé. 

Her concert programs consisted of 
songs in the Italian, French, Ger- 
man, Russian, Polish, Spanish, and 
English languages. 

Like Lilli Lehmann and _ others 
who professed homogeneity through- 
out the entire vocal range, Sembrich 
sang with every note held securely 
in its proper form, or mold. This 
intermixture of the tone is»of course, 
highly commendable. 

However, for “pitching”? purposes 
it can be a real headache—unless the 
“pitcher” is versed in the technical- 
ities of voice production. The prob- 
lem. lies in determining the- sound- 
board against which the voice-is. pro- 
jected at the meeting points of the 
registers. 

It is not as difficult to “hear’— 
or, better, “feel” with one’s own 
throat in sympathetic reaction—the 
passage from the chest to the palate, 
as it is from the palate to the larynx. 

This applies to female voices, en- 
dowed with three registers. With 
men the situation is less complicated, 
as they sing on two registers and 
ne is only one break.to worry 
about. 


It is obvious that effort and good 
judgment were employed in setting 
Rococo R23 in the right pitch. The 
“Barber,” for example, was done in 
the key of F used by high sopranos, 
and the key that Sembrich without 
question sang it in. 

“Linda,” on the other hand, was 
lowered from D-Flat to C, which is 
also a correct deduction. “The Mev- 
ry Widow” was ascigned the key of 
A, and that is dandy, too. Three of 
the bands, however, have wandered 
half a tone upward from the right

The collection of Sembrich’s rec- 
ordings on this LP presents the diva 
in selections from her operatic re- 
pertoire as well as in songs, done in 
French, German, Polish, and Italian. 
In all she is her poised, dignified, 
self-assured self, not too expansive 
(praise be) but sensitive in her de- 
livery. 

Her Rosina is not foolish and 
means business. The Elvira in “I Pu- 
ritani” is fragile and idealistic, while 
the Elvira in “Ernani” hopefully 
pines for her lover. 

Lovely both as Violetta and Mar- 
guerite, Sembrich is a joy in the 
Schubert and Schumann Lieder. She 
positively casts enchantment in the 
dreamy Hahn song. 

A pronounced faltering of the tone 
mars the classical lines of “Semira- 
mide.” From the ornate gayety of 
Linda and day-dreaming of Gilda, 
Sembrich passes on to the somber 
en of the unfortunate Hal- 

2. 

The dramatic mood is dissipated by 
the fetching Chopin song, in which 
Sembrich is utterly delightful. The 
lilting strains of the “Merry Widow” 
waltz contain a wealth of sparkling 
vocalization, and Oscar Straus’ light- 
veined “Waltz Dream” brings to a 
close the Sembrich recital on R23. 

As the record unfolds, the features 
that distinguished Sembrich’s sing- 
ing become more and more notice- 
able. Accustomed to the bowing of 
the violin, she draws the same arched 
legato from her voice. 

Even her trill often resembles one 
produced by the rapid hammering 
of the fingers on a violin string. Her 
runs and roulades, too, are uncon- 
ventional and of a type associated 
with the agility passages of the 
violin. 

And nothing short of astonishing 
are her attacks, which she literally 
launches and lands plumb in the 
heart of a note. Many more were 
the attributes which made of Sem- 
brich the unique and individualistic 
musician-singer that she was, and 
one whose records are now truly rep- 
resentative of the Golden Age of 
Singing of her time. 

In this LP, by not “erasing” the 
high surface of the early discs, Ro- 
coco preserved intact the true voice 
of the artist. For one like myself 
mainly concerned with faithful re- 
production, this practice of not mon- 
keying with controls beyond need is 
quite satisfactory.

During the years 1957 and 1958, 


the Edison Voice Writer, Thomas 
A. Edison Industries, McGraw-Edi- 
son Co. West Orange, N. J., re- 
leased two Souvenir 7-inch Long 
Play records—not available in suf- 
ficient supply for public distribution 
—in honor of the 110th and 111th 
Anniversaries of the birth of Thom- 
as A. Edison. 

The very interesting and varied 
selections—both published and un- 
published—-issued on these little discs 
are preceded by spoken comments and 
include historical documents of ut- 
most importance:

Except for the 1927 recording by 
Thomas A. Edison, taken from the 
sound track of a movie commemo- 
rating the 50th Anniversary of the 
invention of the Phonograph, all the 
reproductions are from original cy- 
linders. The excerpt from President 
McKinley’s inaugural adaress—punce- 
tuated by audience reactions—is sim- 
ply fabulous. 


And fantastic is the word for the 
recording of the Trumpeter from the 
Crimean War, made at Edison House 
in London, August 7, 1890. In it 
the Trumpeter says: “I am trum- 
peter Lansing, one of the surviving 
trumpeters of the Charge of the 
Light Brigade at Balaklava. 

“IT am now going to sound the bu- 
gle that was sounded at Waterloo, 
and sound the charge that was sound- 
ed at Balaklava on that very same 
bugle, on the 25th of October, 1854.” 
Follows the bugle call. 

Listening to these recordings is 
a most stirring experience. Trum- 
peter Lansing’s, particularly, gives 
the weirdest sensation. 

Just imagine, the bugle that sound- 
ed at the Battles of Waterloo and 
Balaklava, sounded by a trumpeter 
who was one of the men in the 
Charge of the Light Brigade in the 
Crimean War. . .. And his words 
are distant but so clear and distinct. 
i - Honestly, it’s like hearing a 
voice from beyond... . 

At the present moment, McGraw- 
Edison Co. is about to release a 
new, similarly produced disc, enti- 
tled “The Roaring Twenties.”

Vernon Dalhart 


I. Some Additions and Corrections 


When I received Vernon Dalhart’s 
Columbia records, I forgot that _he 
sang one under the name of Bob 
White—a forerunner of the disguise 
of Robert White, which he adopted 
five years later in singing comic 
songs for Edison. ; 

The overlooked Columbia, No. 
A2541, was issued in July, 1918. It 
coupled “White’s” rendition of 
“When Alexander Takes His Rag- 
time Band-to France” with Arthur 
Fields singing “When It Comes to 
a Lovingless Day.” This record was 
listed only in the 1919 catalog. 

In February, when I mentioned 
Geoffrey O’Hara’s Victors, I missed 
No. 18058, issued in July, 1916. It 
combined O’Hara singing ‘Where 
the Shamrock Grows” with a sopra- 
no version of “My Grandfather’s 
Girl” by Jane Kenyon, whoever she 
was, 

I’d also like to correct some recent 
typographical errors. In April the 
name of the tenor, Harry Macdo- 
nough, came out as Mary Macdo- 
nough! Henry Burr’s recording’ ca- 
reer was said to have extended from 
1922 to 1929 when it should have 
been 1902 to 1929. ‘And the title of 
one of George Wilton Hallard’s Edi- 
son recordings was given as “When 
You’re Sure ,I Won't Forget” in- 
stead of “When You’re Gone—.” ‘in 
May, one of Dalhart’s most famous 
discs, “The Wreck of the Old 97,’ 
appears as “the Wreck of the Old 
98 ” 


Last December I mentioned that 
Capt. Frank Cunningham, of Rich- 
mond, Va., expressed his intention, 
some 70 years ago, of making cylin- 
der records to be played at his fu- 
neral, and said J wondered whether 
he did. I have since had a letter 
(from Mrs, O. J. Mallory, of Farm- 
ville, Va., who attended the Captain’s 
funeral) in which my question is an- 
swered. Here is part of Mrs. Mal- 
lory’s communication: 

“Both my mother-in-law and I were 
at Mr. Cunningham’s funeral, and he 
did not sing, as his wife would not 
allow it to be done. She said she ‘could- 
n’t stand it.’ It was a very large crowd 
there. The church could not hold them. 
They wanted to hear him sing. He 
was a particular friend of my hus- 
band’s and a member of the same 
Masonic Lodge, Meridian Lodge No. 
284. He was the past master. . . My 
husband was a pallbearer. I pass Mr. 
Cunningham’s grave every time I go 
to my husband’s grave in Hollywood 
(cemetery). On his monument is “Rich-

mond’s Sweet Singer.’’ The hymn he 
wanted to sing was ‘‘The Ninety and 
Nine.’’ I have heard him sing it many 
times. He had a very, very sweet 
voice and was loved by all. 

“T am nearly 77 years old, but can 
remember the day he was buried well. 
He was very much missed when he 
passed away, as he was a friend to 
everyone.”’ 


II. Dalhart Records for Victor 


Late in 1918, when he was 35, 
Vernon Dalhart achieved the ambi- 
tion of nearly every recording artist 
of those days by being engaged by 
Victor, whose disc sales exceeded 
all other companies! His first Vic- 
tor, No. 18512, appeared in Febru- 
ary, 1919, doubled with the Sterling 
Trio singing “The Pickaninny’s Par- 
adise.” 

The supplement description said: 
“Vernon Dalhart is a new Victor ar- 
tist and has a fine medium in which 
to introduce himself in ‘Rock-a-bye 
Your Baby With a Dixie Melody.’ 
... It is a darky song of a ‘rolling 
stone’ who has gone back to his mam- 
my to be put to bed in the old style. 

This song has made a big hit at 
the Winter Garden show, ‘Sinbad.’ ” 
The supplement contained an excel- 
lent photo of Dalhart posed behind 
a stand bearing the sheet music of 
the song. 

Dalhart was back in March with 
No. 18525, on which he sang “I’m 
Waiting for You, ’Liza Jane.” Again 
he had the Sterling Trio for “plat- 
termates.” They sang “Mummy 
Mine.” 

The supplement writer said: “ ‘I’m 
Waiting for You, ’Liza Jane’ is a 
da-ky serenade that is the real thing. 
It has a rhythmic swing, and the 
words will carry you back to the 
‘Land of Cotton;’ nor will you miss 
the whistle of the Mississippi steam- 
boat.” 

This was a promising start, but 
almost a year went by before Victor 
marketed another Dalhart record. In 
February, 1920, on No. 18635, he 
sang “Bye-Lo,” with John Steel oc- 
cupying the B side with “While 
Others are Building Castles in the 
Air.” 

“Bye-Lo” was composed by Ray 
Perkins, who for many years has 
been one of the country’s most suc- 
cessful disc jockeys from a station 
in Denver, Colo. It was Dalhart’s 
only Victor record in 1920. 

The tenor’s next Victor appearance 
was in September, 1921, when, on 


No. 18782, he sang “Emaline.” On 
the other side Henry Burr obliged 
with one of his typically melodious 
ballads, “You Made Me Forget How 
To Cry.’ 

Dalhart’s biggest selling Victor, 
up to that time, came out in Novem- 
ber, 1921, when, on No. 18807, and 
with the assistance of the Criterion 
Trio (probably three members of the 
Criterion Quartet), he sang one of 
the year’s biggest hits, “Tuck Me 
to Sleep in My Old ‘Tucky Home.’ ” 
Charles Hart and Elliott Shaw har- 
monized “Plantation Lullaby” on the 
reverse. 

The next year brought an epidemic 
of “Mammy” songs touched off by 
Walter Donaldson’s great hit, “My 
Mammy,” and Dalhart did as much 
as any other singer to keep the tor- 
rent of “mammy” songs at full 
strength. 

In May, 1922, on No. 18875, he 
sang “Don’t Leave Me, Mammy.” 
Turning the record over revealed a 
lovely Ernest R. Ball ballad, “Time 
After Time,” characteristically sung 
by Henry Burr. 

The catalog editor said of Dal- 
hart’s contribution: “Out of the hun- 
dreds of ‘mammy’ songs now pouring 
from the cities, 50 years after the 
virtual disappearance of the good, 
old black ‘mammy’ from _ inland 
American life, this is one of the 
most popular, and deservedly so, for 
it is one of the best.” It was also 
Dalhart’s only Victor record of 1922. 

The “Texas tenor” obviously had 
not established himself with Victor 
audiences as he had with Edison, for 
there were no more Victor records 
by him until the weekly issue for 
November 16, 1923, when he occu- 
pied one side of No. 19168, singing 
“Mammy’s Little Silver Lining.” 

The B side was taken up with the 
Peerless Quartet’s richly harmo- 
nized version of “Memories of Vir- 
ginia.” The supplement included an 
amusing photo of Dalhart rolling his 
eyes upward and pretending to tear 
his hair because of some crime com- 
mitted by his accompanist (perhaps 
his wife or daughter), a lady with 
long hair down her back. 

In the December 14, 1923 supple- 
ment, The Virginians, directed by 
Ross. Gorman, played a  fox-trot, 
“Stavin’ Change,” composed by Dal- 
hart’s friend, Al Bernard, and Dal. 
hart sang the refrain. A little ear- 
lier, in the October 26 list, he had

Possibly there were a few other 
Victor dance records in which he 
was heard. The supplements did not 
always list the names of “song plug- 
gers.” 

No more Victor solo records by 
Dalhart appeared until the history- 
making No. 19427 appeared in No- 
vember, 1924. But before the amaz- 
ing career of that disc (perhaps the 
most controversial record ever pub- 
lished) canbe considered, it will be 
necessary to provide some _ back- 
ground. 


III. Miscellaneous Records 


During the years when he was 
singing regularly for Edison and in- 
termittently for Victor and Colum- 
bia, Dalhart was also working for 
other companies. The 1923 Gennett 
catalog contains three of his char- 
acteristic titles, “Carolina Sunshine,” 
“Dear Old Southland,” and “Till We 
Meet Again.” 

By 1924 he was recording duets 
for Okeh, Edison, and other compa- 
nies with Ed Smalle, who on Victor 
records sang only with Billy Mur- 
ray, but needed a partner when he 
offered his clever duet arrangements 
to competing firms. Their Edison ti- 
tles included “Mrs. Murphy’s Chow- 
der” and “Where Have Those Old- 
Timers Gone?” 

In June, 1924, they appeared in 
the Okeh supplement with “Back in 
Hackensack, New Jersey,” which had 
a ukelele accompaniment by Harry 
Reser. Dalhart and Smalle made a 
couple of numbers for Edison as the 
Arkansas Trio (the third member of 
the trio was banjoist John Cali) and 
the same ensemble was known on 
Gennett as the Windy City Duo. 

Dalhart appeared on National Mu- 
sic Lovers records as Joseph Elliott, 
David Harris, and Harry Harris. He 
sang vocal refrains in the Columbia 
record coupling “Honeymoon Chimes” 
and “One Little Smile’ by the Ha- 
waiian guitar players, Frank Fera- 
ra and Anthony Franchini. 

He also sang in Edison Diamond 
Dise No. 51144 of “One Little Smile,” 
by the Waikiki Hawaiian Orchestra. 
Presumably he also played the in- 
cidental mouth-harp solo. It prob- 
ably was his first appearance on 
records as a mouth-harp virtuoso. 
His skilfully performing these wide- 
ly differing assignments points up 
what I have said about Dalhart’s 
extreme versatility, which, to ‘an- 
ticipate a bit, caused a writer in the 
December, 1925 issue of The Gramo- 
phone, published in London, to spec- 
ulate on the possibility of there be- 
ing two singers with the same name: 

“Another queer American record is 

Brunswick 2911 wherein one Vernon 
Dalhart, a tenor, sings ‘The Runaway 
Train’ and ‘Chain Gang Song’ to an 
accompaniment of guitar and _ chro- 
monica—a sort of accordion. People 
who specialize in out-of-the-way rec- 
ords should secure this, but it is not 
one that I dare recommend generally 
with confidence. .. 

“Are there two Vernon Dalharts, as 

there are two Winston Churchills? The 


one who sings on Parlophone E5494 

is very versatile if he is the same as 
anal Brunswick singer, but I like him 

The songs Dalhart offered on the 
Parlophone record were a sloppy bit 
of moralizing, “It’s a Man Every 
Time, It’s a Man” (an answer to 
“Just a Girl That Men Forget’) 
and “Why Don’t My Dreams Come 
True?” Okeh records were issued in 
England under the Parlophone label. 
As for the “chromonica—a sort of 
accordion” it was really a harmon- 
ica, 


IV. Some Hill-Billy History 


The radio craze swept the United 
States in 1922 and the record com- 
panies viewed its spread with jus- 
tified concern. By 1923 the record 
business was still good, but not so 
good as it had been in 1920 and 1921. 

It occurred to some of the offi- 
cials of the Okeh company, seeking 
for a means of stimulating sales, 
that there might be possibilities of 
good business in sending recording 
expeditions into the South—especial- 
ly the Southern mountains—and hav- 
ing native musicians sing and play 
for “platters” designed primarily 
for customers below the Mason-Dixon 
line. This seemed a plausible idea 
when they recalled how special rec- 
ords by Mamie Smith and other 
Negro “blues” performers had de- 
lighted not only colored listeners but 
many white ones. 

A clear indication that there was 
a market for hill-billy records was 
given by the success of Victor No. 
19171. On this Wendell Hall, “The 
Red-Headed Music Maker” from Chi- 
cago, sang “It Ain’t Gonna Rain No 
Mo’.” 

Hall took an old country dance 
tune, gave it new and funny words 
and within a few weeks after his 
Victor record was issued on Novem- 
ber 16, 1923, “Rain No’ Mo’” took 
the nation by storm. He also record- 
ed the song for Edison and Gennett, 
but it was the Victor record that 
touched off the deluge. 

“It Ain’t Gonna Rain No Mo’” 
was Victor’s best seller of 1923 and 
one of the biggest the company had 
ever known. Early in 1924 news- 
paper advertisements said more than 
2,000,000 copies had been sold with- 
in three months, but when I met ge- 
nial Wendell Hall in Chicago in 
1951 he questioned the accuracy of 
that statement. 


Naturally, other artists got into 
the act. Al Bernard recorded Hall’s 
song for Cameo; Billy Jones and 
Ernest Hare for Columbia; Hare for 
Okeh; and Dalhart did his part. He 
sang it under his own name for 
Emerson, with a ukulele accompani- 
ment by May Singhi Breen, and the 
Emerson record was issued under the 
Regal label with the Bob White alias. 


He was called Fred King on his 
Domino record and Harry Harris on 
the National Music Lovers. It may 
be that the vogue of “It Ain’t Gon- 
na Rain No Mo’” first gave Dal- 
hart the idea there would be money 
in entering the country music field. 
A trip he and Ed Smalle made to 
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the South in 1924 may also have 
helped. 

Meanwhile, the Okeh scouting ex- 
pedition had taken primitive trans- 
portable recording equipment to the 
South. Temporary studios were set 
up in a number of places, including 
Asheville, N. C., Atlanta, Ga., Bris- 
tol, and Johnson City, Tenn., St 
Louis, Mo., and Dallas, Tex., and 
mountain men and women were in- 
vited to come in for tests. 

The two most successful hill-bill; 
performers were Fiddlin’ John Car- 
son, a middle-aged Georgian who 
played his own fiddle accompani- 
ments, and a Virginian, Henry Whit- 
ter, who sang to his own accompani- 
ment of mouth-harp and “git-tar.” 
One of the numbers Whitter record- 
ed, which became famous as Okeh 
No. 40015, was “The Wreck on the 
Southern Old 97,’ coupled with “The 
Lonesome Road Blues.” The tune of 
the wreck ballad was taken from 
“The Ship That Never Returned,” 
composed by Henry C. Work, a song 
writer of the Civil 'War era. 

He also wrote “Marching Through 
Georgia,” “Grandfather’s Clock,” 
“Kingdom Coming,” and “Nicode- 
mus.” The words described a South- 
ern Railway train wreck which oc- 
curred September 27, 1903, on the 
outskirts of Danville, Va., in which 
11 persons were killed and seven in- 
jured. The last survivor of the wreck 
died only a few months ago. 

Soon after the wreck occurred 
country musicians in the Danville 
area began to sing a doleful ditty 
describing it, and the song became 
a favorite throughout the Southern 
mountains, It was this which Whit- 
ter recorded. Most likely owing to 
the bad equipment his voice sounds 
terribly nasal and “back country,” 
but the record was a sensation in 
the South. 

‘it was such a success in fact that 
Okeh engaged another Virginia mu- 
sician to make a 12-inch record of 
the entire number. Because of its 
higher price the record did not sell 
well in comparison with Whitter’s, 
but it was much better sung. 

The artist, Kelly Harrell, who was 
born in 1889 in Wythe county, Va., 
had an excellent voice for a singer 
of country ballads, and his words 
came out clearly. Some of Whitter’s 
were indistinct. 

I should say, however, I believe 
the nasal quality of Whitter’s record- 
ings was caused by some quirk in 
the sound processing. I knew him 
very well after his recording career 
had virtually ended and there was 
nothing nasal about his way of 
speaking, nor did his electric record- 
ings sound through-the-nose. 


Henry told me he considered the 
poor quality of his early Okehs was 
largely caused by makeshift equip- 
ment being set up for a day or 
two in the rear of somebody’s store, 
where the acoustics were bad. 

However that may be, the record 
by Harrell, who was then living at 
Fries, Va., but afterwards moved to 
Fieldale, Va., and who worked in 
a towel factory, remains to this day,

I believe, the only one containing the 
full version of “The Wreck on (or 
of) the Southern Old 97” as tradi- 
tionally sung by mountain musicians. 

Whitter‘s record omitted the first 
two stanzas sung by Harrell, who 
died in July, 1942: 


“One cloudless morning 
I stood on the mountain, 
Just watching the smoke from below; 
It was coming from a tall, 
slim smokestack, 
’Way down on the Southern railroad. 


“It was Ninety-Seven, 
the fastest train 
Ever run on the Southern line; 
All the freight trains that passes 
stands aside for 97, 
For she’s bound 
to be at stations on time.” 


Whitter’s version began with the 
third stanza: 


*They give him his orders 
at Monroe, Virginia, 
Saying “Pete, 
you’re way behind time! 
This is not 38, but it’s old 97— 
You must put her 
in Spencer on time!” 


Whitter pronounced “put” as 
“putt.” Take notice of that name,

V. Dalhart Makes His 
First “Hill-Billy”’ 


Whitter’s records, like Fiddlin’ 
John Carson’s and Kelly Harrell’s, 
sold so well in 1924, a year when 
the bottom seemed to be dropping 
out of the phonograph and record 
industry. that other companies be- 
gan to issue hill-billy discs in the 
hope of sopping up some of the “gra- 
V ”? 


Their actions came to Vernon Dal- 
hart’s attention. Perhaps, as _ the 
New York Herald Tribune article 
said, it was Charles Edison who first 
suggested to him that he try his 
skill in the country music field. 

It may be someone else had the 
idea or that it occurred to Dalhart 
himself. At any rate, he must have 
taken stock and decided he was well 
equipped for a change in his sing- 
ing procedures. 

He had grown up in the heart 
of the Texas ranch country and be- 
come familiar with cowboy songs, 
such as “O Bury Me Not on the 
Lone Prairie.” Somewhere along the 
way he had become an expert play- 
er of the mouth-harp and Jew’s harp 
and he was an accomplished whistler. 
All he needed to invade the hill-billy 
territory was a guitar accompanist. 

He found his first accompanist in 
a Hawaiian native of Portuguese de- 
scent—Frank Ferara. He is seldom 
mentioned nowadays but in the 1920’s 
he was making best-selling Ha- 


waiian guitar records for every 
American company. 

Ferara, whose first name was 
really Palakiko, (some of his records 
were made under the name of the 
Palakiko Hawaiian Orchestra) came 
to this country in 1900 and laid 
claim to being the first musician to 
introduce the Hawaiian guitar to 
‘American audiences. Even those who 
abominated Hawaiian music con- 
ceded he was a skilful instrumen- 
talist. 

Vernon Dalhart’s debut as a sing- 
er of hill-billy tunes was made in 
the Edison Diamond Disc supplement 
for August, 1924, on No. 51361. He 
had copied the words of “The Wreck 
on the Southern Old 97” from Whit- 
ter’s Okeh record, and he sang to 
the accompaniment of Ferara’s steel 
guitar and his own mouth-harp 
playing. 

The coupling was poorly chosen— 
an.old-time minstrel song, “I Wasn’t 
Scared, But I Just Thought That T 
Had Better Go,” drolly sung by Er- 
nest Hare. Had the reverse been 
another hill-billy song—for instance, 
“Hand Me Down My Walking Cane” 
which Whitter had successfully sung 
for Okeh, and Harrell was to sing 
even more successfully for Victor— 
sales probably would have been 
greater. 

But, as it was, the record was 
a tremendous seller by Edison stand- 
ards, and both Dalhart and the Dia-

DOLL 
CARRIAGES 


By CLARA H. FAWCETT 


A doll carriage! The name brings 
back delightful memories of a little 
girl of long ago who, when promised 
one of these delightful articles for 
Christmas, was so thrilled that she 
could scarcely speak. And _ years 
later when grandmother’s diminutive 
“surrey with the fringe on top” be- 
came her own, the excitement was no 
less real. The history of doll car- 
riages and doll carts is the history 
in miniature of private family trans- 
portation, for family travel is re- 
flected, from babyhood to adult life, 
in the little vehicles of toyland. 

We are indebted to the American 
Index of Design, National Gallery of 
Art, Washington, D. C., and to the 
fine artists whom our good govern- 
ment employed during the depression 
of the 1930’s, for these excellent pho- 
tographic illustrations of the artists’ 
paintings. 

Number 1, baby coach of 1811, was 
made by John Geiger and an experi- 
enced carriage maker in Harrisburg, 
Pa. The body of the little coach is 
tan with black trimmings, wheels and 
chassis red with black trimmings. 
The carriage is made of wood with 
iron springs and leather braces, and 
fabric covers the top. Artist, Rolland 
W. Ayers. The present owner is the 
Kansas State Historical Society Mu- 
seum of Topeka. 


Number % rendered by Alfonso 
Moreno, is a doll coach buggy of 
about the year 1830. It may be a lit-

top is reminiscent of Queen Victo- 
ria’s doll carriage (see The Dolls of 
Yesterday by Eleanor St. George) 
which probably dates about 1825. 
No. 2 looks older than the Queen’s 
doll buggy. It is a four-wheel coach 
buggy, the body made of soft pine 
painted black with gold scroll work 
decorations. The adjustable top is 
made of leather and lined with green 
rep upholstery, while the top of the 
coach body is upholstered in old rose 
rep. The handles are of wrought 
iron, the handle bar of hard wood, 
the same as the wheels, which latter 
are painted red. The buggy was made 
in the vicinity of Philadelphia, and 
the present owner is Mrs. A. H. 
Weber of Milwaukee, Wis. 

Another Philadelphia doll buggy is 
that rendered by Ernest Towers, Jr., 
and presently owned by the Delaware 
Historical Society of Wilmington, the 
original owner a Wilmington, Dela. 
family about 1857. It is wood with 
a leather top, and might have been 
the inspiration for one of Joel Ellis’ 
doll carriages of a few years later.

In the 1860’s Ellis of Springfield, 
Vt., made about 30 types of wooden 
doll buggies in two, three and four- 
wheel designs, some of which had the 
front wheels set in out of line with 
the rear wheels as is the case with 
this Philadelphia buggy. There were ~ 
six wheel-spokes in the smaller per- (~ 
ambulators, as Ellis called them, and 
eight wheel-spokes in the larger ones. 
Some were beautifully decorated with 
scroll work and decalcomania cher- 
ubs, all of them quaint and charm- 
ing. 
Number 4, a two-wheeled chaise well 7 
rendered by Floyd R. Sharp, is sim- | 
ilar in style to one made in the Ellis 
factory in the 1860’s. It has a leath- 
er folding top, leather upholstered 
seat, faded carpeting on the floor 
and wooden parts painted black with | 
a narrow red line trimming. A small | 
flower design in the front and on the || 
side panels adds to its attractive- |~ 
ness. One may see it at the Minne- 
sota Historical Society in St. Paul.

ella Long, has springs made of oak, 
ares of maple, and wheels of ash. 
The redwood and birch body is paint- 
ed red and yellow and the oilcloth 
calash has a fringe. No. 7, rendered 
by James M. Lawson, is the property 
of Zwaanendael House, Delaware. It 
is of wood with original paint, its 
first owner Ann V. Manning. No. 8 
is another doll go-cart from Henry 
Ford’s Museum. It is of painted wood 
with metal hubs and canopy sup- 
ports. Fabric covers the seat and 
canopy. Painting by David Ramage. 

Number 9, a three-wheeled doll 
buggy, probably is one of the Joel 
Ellis variety. The wheels are oak 
painted orange, the handle beech 
with a natural finish, and the car- 
riage pine painted green. The hood 
is of leather. The buggy is on loan 
by Mrs. Lester Hamilton to the Ohio 
State Architecture and History Mu- 
seum in Columbus, Ohio. The paint- 
= A was rendered by Richard Bar- 
nett. 

It is safe to say that most of the 
old doll carriages, those made before 
1880, in today’s collections, come 
from the Joel Ellis factory, since he 
seems to have been the most prolific 
manufacturer of these toy vehicles 
in the 19th century. According to 
the Ellis catalog of 1866 between 
8,000 and 9,000 were sold in a sin- 
gle year. Undoubtedly other factories 
producing horse-drawn carriages 
turned their left-over parts into ba- 
by carriages or toy buggies, as was 
the case with John Geiger who made 
the little coach of 1811, but few of 
these exist today in comparison with 
the number of Ellis doll carriages. 
It would be interesting to know if 
anyone other than the Kansas His- 
torical Society Museum in Topeka 
owns a John Geiger baby coach, and 
how many other collectors have a 
Joel Ellis doll carriage. Hats off to 
all who guard well these quaint treas- 
ures of the past. 


Among the great masters of the 
English clock-making art must be 
numbered the several members of the 
Vulliamy family. Although well ap- 
preciated in England, their work is 
almost unknown in the United States. 

The patriarch of the family was 
Francois Justin Villiamy. Born in 
Switzerland in the Pays de Vaud re- 
gion early in the 18th century, he 
went to Paris to study watch-mak- 
ing. 

While working in the French cap- 
itol he heard about the new inven- 
tion of a horizontal escapement by 
an Englishman named George Gra- 
ham. Anxious to learn about the 
new escapement first hand, Villiamy 
traveled to London in about 1730. 

Very few records relating to Vul- 
liamy’s earlier years have survived 
and what little has been written 
about them is based on notations 
left by a grandson. Considerably 
more is known about his later life, 
however. 

In London, Vulliamy became asso- 
ciated with Benjamin Gray, who 
held the Royal Warrant as clock- 
maker to His Majesty King George 
Il. Gray maintained a shop at “Ye 
Sign of Ye Sun Dyall” at Tatched 
House Court in Saint James Street. 

The date of Vulliamy’s first busi- 
ness association with Gray is not 
known with certainty. In 1739 Vul- 
liamy and Mary Gray, the clock- 
maker’s daughter, stood as godpar- 
ents for the christening of a child 
of Esaie and Charlotte Fleureau. 
It seems logical that Vulliamy would 
have become acquainted with Gray 
at least several years before this 
event. 

_It is recorded that Vulliamy mar- 
ried Mary Gray in 1746. In 1743 the 
firm of Gray and Vulliamy was offi- 
cially established as a business part- 
nership which continued successfully 
until Gray’s death in 1764.

The reason which has been ad- 

vanced for this is that Vulliamy 
worked in Pall Mall. This was then 
outside the limits of the city of Lon- 
don, to which the Company was con- 
fined. 
Vulliamy achieved importance as a 
most competent and clever craftsman 
rather than as a horological inventor. 
During the period of the partner- 
ship of Vulliamy and Gray the firm 
apparently specialized in the produc- 
tion of pocket watches, and relative- 
ly few clocks were made. 

It has been estimated that at 
least 900 watches were produced. In- 
cluded are those which were the 
work of Gray alone, those made by 
the firm of Gray and Vulliamy, and 
the watches made by Vulliamy after 
his partner’s death. 

Of the very few clocks produced 
by Gray and Vulliamy one is in 
the collection of the Society of An- 
tiquaries in London. Two others are 
part of the furnishings of Bucking- 
ham Palace.

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However, a number of clocks pro- 
duced by Vulliamy alone after his 
partner’s death are known. At some 
point in his career, possibly soon 
after his arrival in London, Vullia- 
my dropped his first name and was 
customarily known simply as “Justin 
Vulliamy.” This is the signature that 
appears on his clocks. 

‘Among the clocks produced by Vul- 
liamy alone is an extremely fine 
Tall Case Clock illustrated on page 
43 in Figure 1. This is in the col- 
lection of Victor Gilbert, Ridge- 
field, Conn. 

This dignified time-piece was made 
in about 1780 and bears Vulliamy’s 
signature on the engraved brass dial 
plate. In addition to marking the 
hours, minutes, and seconds, the dial 
has a calendar attachment as well. 

The mahogany case stands 7 feet 
high and its maximum width is 19 
inches at the base. The clock com- 
bines the finest workmanship in 
movement and case, and is an exam- 
ple of the best period of English 
clock-making art. An almost iden- 
tical clock, similar in every detail, 
was featured in the well-known 
Wethersfield Collection in England. 

Justin and Mary Vulliamy had 
three children, Benjamin, Lewis, and 
Marie. The older son, Benjamin, en- 
tered his father’s business and car- 
ried on the firm at the same address 
following Justin’s death in 1797. The 
second son, Lewis, became a sugar 
refiner in London. 


Benjamin Vulliamy exhibited many 
abilities at an early age. Born in 
1747 he revealed himself to be ar- 
tistically inclined. 


At eleven he was awarded a prize 
by the Society of Arts for drawing, 
and great hopes were entertained 
for his future in the arts. His art 
career was abandoned when Benja- 
min went into his father’s clock-mak- 
ing shop in Pall Mall. 


His inventive ability became evi- 
dent in many ways but not partic- 
ularly in the time-pieces which he 
produced. His son later explained 
that Benjamin was too much of a 
gentleman to make a good trades- 
man, and he became too much en- 
grossed with extra-business interests. 


The Regulator Clocks which Ben- 
jamin Vulliamy produced were ex- 
ceptionally fine. The best known clock 
which he made is the Regulator in 
the collection of the Science Muse- 
um, South Kensington in London. 

This time-piece was made to the 
order of King George III and .for 
a period of time it served as the 
principal time-keeper in the King’s 
private observatory at Richmond. 
The clock featured Harrison’s grass- 
hopper escapement. Vulliamy also 
made extensive use of friction wheels 
for carrying the bearings of the time 
train. 

The clock was installed in the Mu- 
ral Quadrant Room. It served as the 
standard for regulating the clocks 
of the Houses of Parliament as well 
as the clock of the Horse Guards for 
many years.

When one has written about Time- 
keeping Devices almost every month 
for a period of 10 years, as [ have 
done, the immensity of the subject 
keeps growing in the consciousness 
until it seems to be much too big 
for any one person to do anything 
about. 

In all of these years I have picked 
out here and there the little points 
of interest without making much of 
an impression on the real story that 
needs to be told. The full and com- 
plete story of time and time-keeping 
devices would fill many large vol- 
umes and will probably never be 
written. 

Take, for instance, the story of 
clock and watch-making in America. 
This is the smallest and the newest 
chapter in the history, although not 
necessarily the least important. The 
existing list of American clock and 
watch-makers comprises well over 
6,000 names and covers a period of 
about 200 years. 

The most widely used list of 
European clock and watch-makers is 
approaching 40,000 names and cov- 
ers a period of some 450 years. Ad- 
mittedly, none of the lists are com- 
plete and no one knows by what 
percentage they may be incomplete. 

In the list of American makers 
there are a few names that are al- 
most household words and are known 
to most everyone. The great major- 
ity of the names in the list are 
comparatively unknown and few peo- 
ple have ever heard of them. 

This is by way of saying that a 
few makers made and sold great 
quantities of time-pieces while a 
great many others made and sold 
only a very few time-pieces. Some 
of the products of these unknown 
makers are of great interest to col- 
lectors because only a small number 
may be in existence, and therefore, 
there is “Rarity.” 

Among the early American clock- 
makers (there were few, if any, ear- 
ly American watch-makers) the name 
of Willard probably stands out above 
all others. In the field of smaller 
clocks, these are perhaps the most 
sought after. A clock which can be 
authenticated as a Willard clock is 
very apt to create a great stir and 
some very spirited bidding among 
collectors. 

The most famous of all the Wil- 
lards was Simon (1753-1848) who 
worked in Grafton and Roxbury, 
Mass. His Banjo Clock is probably 
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Howard Banjo Clock, circa 1880. 





the best known and the most sought 
after; although he made other types, 
including a limited number of Tall 
Clocks. 

Second in the line is Aaron Wil- 
lard, brother of Simon, and only a 
little less important. Then, of course, 
there were a good many other Wil- 
lards, relatives and/or “descendants, 
who followed in the footsteps of Si- 
mon and Aaron. 

I get many letters from people 
asking me if I can supply a Willard 
Banjo Clock. This always raises the 
curious question in my mind as to 
whether or not the writer realizes

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what he (or she) is asking for, and 
also whether or not he would be will- 
ing and/or able to pay the price 
that an authentic Willard Banjo 
Clock would command. 

This brings up another pertinent 
question. Who can positively authen- 
ticate a Willard Banjo Clock. There 
is a letter on my desk now which 
reads in part: “I have what 1 be- 
lieve is a Willard Banjo Clock. There 
is, however, no writing on the case, 
movement, or dial. Would like to 
know if you can, on examination of 
the movement, identify one.” 

I have not replied to this letter 
as yet, but the answer must be in 
the negative. It is said that there 
are experts who can positively iden- 
tify the Willard Banjo movement. I 
would not want to make a positive 
committment on it. 


There was a great deal of copy- 
ing in those days by makers who 
wished to profit by the public accept- 
ance of a more successful maker. 
Some of the copy work was very 
good indeed. 

It is said that E. Howard & Co. 
succeeded the Willards at Roxbury 
and during the second half of the 
19th century they made great quan- 
tities of Banjo type Wall clocks with 
movements quite similar to the Wil- 
lard movement, although the con- 
struction was somewhat heavier. 


A Howard Banjo Clock is shown 
as Illustration No. 1. They were used 
very extensively in railroad stations 
and are often called Railroad Clocks, 
because of their accuracy and re- 
liability. I would not attempt to 
guess how many Howard clocks have 
been altered by expert clock-makers 
and reborn as Willard Banjo Clocks. 

A name which perhaps is as well 
or better known than Willard is that 
of Terry, headed, of course, by the 
famous Eli Terry. There were Ter- 
rys in the business of clock-making 
from the turn of the 19th century 
until well beyond 1850, and clocks 
with one or another Terry name 
were made in great quantities. 

Even the best of the ‘verry clocks 
are not valued today in comparison 
with Willard clocks. They are some- 
what later and are a different type 
of clock entirely. The Terry clocks 
were made to appeal to a mass mar- 
ket at low prices. Consequently, the 
quality and workmanship cannot be 
compared to the hand-made Willard 
product. 


Nevertheless, good Terry clocks 
are in demand and do bring respect- 
able prices. The very earliest ones, 
and particularly the experimental 
models that led up to the patented 
movement, will bring prices that are 
comparable to Willard prices. 


One name that perhaps should be 
mentioned along with Willard is 
David Rittenhouse of Philadelphia, 
or more correctly, Norristown. He 
was a scientist and mathematician 
of enormous ability and clock-mak- 
ing was only one of his many activ- 
ities. He made extremely fine Tall 
Clocks, but not too many of them. 
A good Rittenhouse clock put on the

market today might bring a price 
that would be close to fabulous. 

The one name that stands out 
above all others in the knowledge 
of the public at large is that of 
Seth Thomas. This is because, in my 
opinion, more time-pieces bearing the 

name of Seth Thomas have been 
made and sold in this country than 
those of any other name. 

After serving his apprenticeship 
under Eli Terry, and an early part- 
nership with Terry, he began to 
turn out clocks under his own name 
about 1818, and clocks are still be- 
ing made and sold under his name 
today, even though the Seth Thom- 
as Clock Company is now a part of 
General Time Corporation. No oth- 
er name has appeared continuously 
on time-pieces for such a long pe- 
riod of time as that of Seth Thomas. 

Now, of course, the inevitable ques- 
tion arises, are Seth Thomas clocks 
valuable as antiques and of interest 
to collectors? The answer is that of 
the politician: “Yes, and no.” In 
the early days of his career, Seth 
Thomas made Pillar and Scroll 
Clocks with the Terry patented wood 
movement, under a license agree- 
ment with Eli Terry. 

These clocks were identical in 
every respect to those made by The 
Terrys, and in my opinion are of 
the same interest and value. Many 
other clocks bearing the Seth Thom- 
as name are definitely collectable and 
have an established value. 

Illustration No. 2 is a Seth Thom- 
as Hood Clock which I have owned 
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Seth Thomas Hood Clock, about 1859. 
—Photos, Rollman’s Camera Shop, 
Shillington, Pa. 


for several years. It dates from 
about 1859 and is called a Hood 
Clock because it is the same as the 
hood of a typical Grandfather Clock. 
This one is housed in a very beau- 
tiful mahogany case with a short, 
ornate pendulum. It strikes the hours 
on a bell and has a moon phase 
disc. The movement is, of course, 
brass and it is an excellent time- 
keeper. It is weight operated, as the 
picture will show. 


I have known of only two other 
similar clocks by Seth Thomas. Both 
of these clocks had an oak case and 
did not compare favorably with this 
one in the fine mahogany case. I 
would assume that not many of this 
model were made and [I know that 
it is rare. Certainly it would take 
a sizable amount of money to persu- 
ade me to part with this one. A 
great majority of the Seth Thomas 
clocks have no particular interest 
or value, but some do. 


Another stalwart of the early 19th 
century clock-making fraternity was 
Chauncey Jerome (1793-1868). He 
and his relatives and descendants 
played an important part in the in- 
dustry and there are Jerome clocks 
that are of interest to collectors. 


The name of Joseph Ives must be 
given some prominence in the list 
of American clock-makers. His great- 
est claim to fame is the invention 
of the Wagon Spring Movement. He 
and his brother, Lawson C., made 
some of these clocks, but more were 
made by others under a licensing ar- 
rangement, especially by Birge & 
Fuller and Atkins Clock Co. The 
Wagon Spring Clock is a much 
sought after item today and will 
command a stiff price whenever one 
is available. 

Another name which is widely 
known is the New Haven Clock Co. 
It began to make clocks in 1853 and 
has continued to the present. I have 
not seen too many New Haven clocks 
but I am sure there are interesting 
ones here and there. 

The Waterbury Clock Co., was in 
business from 1857 to 1944. It did 
produce some clocks that are of very 
considerable interest. I have in mind 
particularly the striking Ship’s Bell 
Clocks, with fine jeweled move- 
ments; also some of the very fine 
Regulator type Wall Clocks that 
were made in the last half of the 
19th century. 

I neglected to mention that a re- 
cent news item in The Wall Street 
Journal states that the New Haven 
Clock Co. will shortly discontinue 
the manufacture of time-pieces and 
will utilize its capital in other, un- 
related activities. 

One other large producer of clocks 
is the E. Ingraham Company. It 
has made clocks continuously from 
1852 to the present time. The “Gre- 
cian” model ‘Ingraham clock, made 
about 1870, has recently become of 
interest to collectors. This very 
graceful clock apparently was not 
made in quantity, so is somewhat 
hard to find now.

Current Exhibits at Wadsworth 
Atheneum 


The New Acquisition Lounge, in 
the Morgan Wing of the Wadsworth 
Atheneum, Hartford, Conn., can well 
be described as one of the most 
dynamic rooms in the museum. 

It is in this room, with its period 
desks and highboys and deep leather 
chairs, that the latest acquisitions 
are exhibited for a time before tak- 
ing their places among the perman- 
ent collections. 

Currently, there is an interesting 
and diversified group of art works 
there, including sculptures by Rodin 
and Maillol, paintings by Rocca, 
Hartl, Kline and Grillo and two 
large, handsome contemporary draw- 
ings by caricaturist-cartoonist-artist 
Robert Osborne. 

Both the Rodin and the Maillol 
are important additions to the Ath- 
eneum’s outstanding collections of 
small bronzes. This collection rang- 





named are the ones that have made 
great quantities of time-keeping de- 
vices. I am sure that the remaining 
6,000 or more makers could give us 
an interesting story if we but knew 
about them. 

This article has been nothing more 
than an informal chat about time- 
pieces in general ana there has been 
no attempt to delve into the more 
technical aspects of the subject. I 
hope, however, that there may be a 
few stray bits of information or 
some simple thoughts that will be of 
interest and help to those who now 
are, or may become, collectors of 
clocks and watches. We may continue 
this type of informal chit-chat in 
future articles. 

There is one serious note that I 
would like to repeat here. When you 
ask me for information about your 
old time-pieces, please realize that 
the subject is both complicated and 
of tremendous scope. Give me as 
much data as you can. I have had 
too many letters saying: “I have an 
old Seth Thomas Clock—what is it 
worth?” 
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es in time and space from ancient 
Egypt to modern America. 


The Rodin, titled “The Sirens,’ is 
an energetic and lively composition 
of figures representing the sea- 
nymphs who lured sailors to des- 
truction with their sweet song. 
Auguste Rodin (1840-1917) in his 
work sums up the entire achieve-

has been great.” 

The Rodin piece, “The Sirens,” he 
added, ‘demonstrates the artist’s 
interest in making movement expres- 
sive of psychological activity. He 
believed that sculptor should consist 
of hollows and projections. The play 
of light and shade over the expres- 
sive modeling of the surfaces in- 
creases the emotional content of this 
group and the fine rendering of 
sculptural masses endow it with 
monumental form.” 

The Maillol bronze composition of 
two female figures, titled “Women 
Wrestlers,” executed about 1901, is 
equally monumental. 





PETERS COLLECTION GOES 
TO SMITHSONIAN 


The Smithsonian Institution has 
received from the family of the late 
Harry T. Peters of New York City 
his America on Stone lithography 
collection. 

Mr. Peters has long been respected 
for his knowledge of early Amer- 
ican lithographers and their work, 
and his publications in the field are 
well known. His print collection rep- 
resents one of the most extensive 
ever assembled. 


The gift consists of over 1700 
prints dating from 1819 to 1900, the 
majority of which are non-Currier 
and Ives. Architecture, transporta- 
tion, recreation, fashion, and fam- 
ily life are colorfully portrayed. In 
addition, the collection graphically 
documents many of the important 
issues of the 19th century, such as 
banking and currency, states rights, 
and temperance. Most outstanding, 
perhaps, is a large group of polit- 
ical caricatures that reflects the hec- 
tic partisan politics and party bat- 
tles of the Jackson and Van Buren 
period. 

This notable collection, of litho- 
graphic material will be widely ex- 
hibited in the Smithsonian’s new Mu- 
seum of History and Technology.

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OLD MECHANICAL BANKS 


Conducted by F. H. GRIFFITH 





Thriftiness and saving are appropriately represented 
in the mechanical bank of our choice as No. 86 in the 
numerical classification of mechanical banks. Certainly 
a squirrel in the act of storing an acorn in a tree stump 
leaves little to be desired as an outstanding example of 
saving and looking ahead to one’s future. Therefore, the 
Squirrel And Tree Stump is a particularly pleasing me- 
chanical bank from the standpoint of its very desirable 
theme, realistic representation, and accurate operation. 
Of course, there are other mechanical banks such as the 
Bank Teller Bank (HOBBIES, February, 1953) which are 
also completely representative of saving in their general 
appearance and operation. Certainly nothing could better 
illustrate saving than a bank teller depositing your of- 
fered coins, which is the operation of the Bank Teller 
Bank. Howevér, the Squirrel And Tree Stump would have 
a definite appeal to children and at the same time well 
point out the object lesson of saving one’s money. With 
this thought we must always keep in mind the fact that 
basically speaking all mechanical banks were made to 
encourage children to save their coins and the various 
actions and operations involved were all invented to lead 
to the habit of saving money. 

The Squirrel And Tree Stump was designed and pat- 
ented by Robert E. Turnbull of New Britain, Conn., June 
28, 1881. He assigned the patent to the Mechanical Novel- 
ty Works, also of New Britain. Mr. Turnbull carefully 
protected his design from all angles and the bank as ac- 
tually produced is identical to the drawings in the patent 
papers. One feature was protected in two ways and this 
had to do with the operating lever. In addition to the 
lever as actually made he had a provision for a lever 
protruding from the rear of the bank which could be 
pulled in order to operate the squirrel. The bank was 
made by the Mechanical Novelty Works and Mr. Trum- 
bull was one of the owners of this company. In addition 
to the Squirrel And Tree Stump this concern made a num- 
ber of other mechanical banks including the very desir- 
able Initiating Bank First Degree (HOBBIES, Novem- 
ber, 1952). 

A point of interest has to do with the fact that the 
Squirrel And Tree Stump has no markings or patent 
dates on the bank itself. As a rule where a bank was 
patented the date of patent was usually inscribed on the

category. The Monkey Bank (HOBBIES, April, 1958) is 
another example. There are cases where a bank will bear 
the inscription “Pat. Appl’d. For” and this indicates that 
the bank was manufactured before the final patent pa- 
pers were issued. At a later date, after issue of patent, 
the bank was then produced with the patent date shown. 
This is not infallible, however, as some banks bore the 


same inscription, “Pat. Appl’d. For,” throughout their pe- |

Persian Culture & Craftsmanship 


Persia (Iran) is one of the few 
countries with an uninterrupted tra- 
dition in art, literature and_phil- 
osophy, dating from pre-Christian 
times. This Asian country has always 
performed an important part in the 
history of art, and the Iranian 
people are justly proud of the periods 
of genuine greatness and glory they 
have enjoyed. 

The Iranian plateau, the source of 
much Near Eastern culture, for 6,000 
years has contributed thoughts ‘and 
techniques in the art of working 
metals. Persia’s contributions to Is- 
lamic culture has been extensive. 

Metal arts have never been esteem- 
ed lightly in the East—as they have 
in the Western world. Perhaps this 
Western indifference is a conse- 
quence of the overproduction of ob- 
jects which are, aesthetically, neither 
interesting nor important. 

The permanence of materials is 
prized in a country where there has 
been so much destruction. Bronze, 
an alloy with high tensile strength 
and great durability, was precious

in itself— comparable at times in 
value to gold and silver. Only stone 
is superior to bronze in the length 
of time it has served man as a sub- 
stance for utensils and works of art. 

In Luristan province, Northwest 
Persia, a prehistoric culture flour- 
ished. Astonishing technical skill is 
revealed in specimens of the Luristan 
bronze-casters’ craftsmanship dating 
back as far as 2000 B.C. Little is 
known of the craftsmen who made 
these ancient bronzes but their art 
indicates that they were endowed 
with an acute artistic sense. 

Between 1500 and 1000 B.C. Indo- 
European tribes, distinguished by 
their knowledge of metallurgy, in- 
vaded Western Persia. The use of 
metals had so strongly influenced 
their lives that they emerged a new 
people, seemingly a superior race 
that had little difficulty in conquer- 
ing the backward cultures. 

It was not, however, until the 
aristocratic, advancing regime of the 
Achaemenid dynasty (550-330 B.C.) 
that Persian art achieved genuine 


greatness. The Achaemenid rule com- 
prised the age of ancient Persian 
supremacy, with the flourishing of 
art and architecture, and the ex- 
tensive development of governmental 
administration. 

In the few extant examples of the 
immense inventive ingenuity of this 
era, intensity and vitality are ex- 
pressed with elegance. The seal-cut- 
ters of this period have never been 
excelled in delineating animals. 

Persian metal-workers considered 
their craft a necessary part of every- 
day living. Their talents were applied 
in adding beauty to useful utensils, 
to the vases in which they placed 
their flowers, and the bowls from 
which they drank. 

Following a sophisticated custom, 
the Persians of Sasanian times gen- 
erally drank wine from a shallow 
metal bowl—usually silver, 8 to 12 
inches in diameter. The interior de- 
signs of these wine bowls were often 
worked in deep repousse, and en- 
graved—thus revealing the full beau-

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ty of the high and low color tones 
of the wine. 

The Sasanian period (224-650 A.D.) 
left a legacy of great vessels rather 
than a sculptured art. The extant 
examples represent what is probably 
the greatest achievement in _ this 
medium throughout the ancient East. 

There are massive plates and ewers 
in solid silver—often partially gilded, 
or in bronze. The designs on these 
vessels, engraved or in repousse, have 
been executed with extraordinary 
animation, and an unfailing feeling 
of fitness in pattern composition to 
fill a circular space. 

A remarkable feature of Persian 
art is the manner in which foreign 
influences—Greek, Egyptian, Islamic, 
and Chinese—were absorbed and 
combined with other commanding in- 
fluences in the creation of an original 
style. 

There is little doubt that the Per- 
sians were the artists of the world of 
Islam. Art in Persia has had a 
longer and more continuous life than 
in any other country. 

Long before the period of Early 
Isiam (650-1037), Persian metal- 
workers, as well as painters, por- 
trayed pleasant pastimes of noblemen 
—hunting, playing polo, feasting; 
also heroic and historic scenes. 

The new Islamic rulers revived the 
tradition, but employed foreign 
craftsmen and artists for this un- 
conventional work. Familiar repre- 
sentations were garden and musical 
scenes, huntsmen on horseback pur- 
suing wild animals, and an enthroned 
king surrounded by attendants, 
guards, and musicians. 

Though ornamenting religious 
works in this manner was forbidden, 
rulers and other dignitaries were not 
prevented from employing artists to 
illustrate worthy works of writers. 
Particularly fine was the ornament 
on margins and chapter headings of 
the Koran, the sacred book of Islam. 

The Persians are the most poetic 
of all peoples. The Rubaiyat of Omar 
Khayyam, and other writings of the 
immortal astronomer-poet of Persia, 


inspired picture patterns for works 
of art in metal as well as in painting. 

Poets, painters, and metal-workers 
had common compositions, and shared 
mutual inspirations. They worked 
with little thought of personal pride 
or praise. 

Few Persian works of art—prob- 
ably not one in a hundred —are 
signed. By virtue of the artists’ free- 
dom from vanity, this anonymous art 
gained in authority, dedication, and 
sincerity. 

The Seljuk period (1037-1194) was 
one of the most glorious periods of 
Persian culture. In addition to cer- 
amics and textiles, Seljuk metal-work 
is notable. 

Contact with China is cleverly re- 
flected in the refinement of shapes, 
and delicacy of design, in pottery; 
also in elegant textile designs. Metal- 
work indicates the influence of Chi- 
nese floral patterns. Persian crafts- 
men copied only what pleased them 
—and added anything they wished. 

Simplicity and strength were the 
artistic ideals, as shown in elegant 
ewers and basins; massive cauldrons 
and dishes. Silver, bronze, and brass 
were used—at first engraved in ex- 
quisite floral and figural designs— 
and, by the middle of the 12th cen- 
tury, inlaid with gold and red copper. 

Engraving on metal was fashion- 
able and proficient. Carved metal had 
been common for some time, but 
certain museum examples indicate 
that silver inlay may have come into 
Persia proper from the eastern prov- 
inces. 

During the Seljuk period science 
and literature succeeded no less than

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the arts, with poets like Omar Khay- 
yam and Sadi writing excellent verse. 
Sadi, a mystical poet of great au- 
thority, was one of the famous Sufi 
writers. 

Although art was natural and 
taken for granted, the Persians pur- 
posely placed a high value on beauty. 
A sentiment expressed by a Sufi 
poet in the 18th century—“God hath 
planted Beauty in our midst like a 
flag in the city”—seems to have been 
the complete creed of many artists. 
The Sufis, a Mohammedan sect, re- 
garded God as the unique source of 
Beauty and Being. 

The Persians have no liking for 
anything that excites an emotion of 
fear or hate. They prefer to portray 
pleasant things about them — birds 
and flowers, blossoming trees, and 
lovely people beautifully dressed. 

In the springtime the southern 
valleys have their own special beauty 
when they are thickly carpeted with 
wild tulips and masses of other 
flowers. The garden in its endless 
display is the theme of most Persian 
carpets. (“The Flower Filled Rugs 
of Persia” in The World of Antique 
Arts by Orille B. Rhoades.) 

Some of the forceful animal fig- 
ures indicate that this gentleness 
was not always a characteristic of 
the Persians. Quite vigorous is an 
incense burner in the shape of a 
feline, in the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art. This magnificent example 
from the Seljuk period, 33% inches 
high, is pierced and engraved with 
beautifully designed ornament and 
inscription. It is dated 1181-1182. 

At the end of the 14th century— 
rising from the ruinous damage 
worked by the world conqueror, 
Tamerlane—Persian culture showed 
surprising vitality. Poetry and phil- 
osophy prospered, architecture was 
enriched with brilliant faience, and 
metal-work continued the true tra- 
dition of bronze-casting. 

Gold and silver inlay work on 
bronze reached its perfection in the 
14th and 15th centuries. The admir- 
able achievements in metal comprised 
basins, braziers, ewers, trays, pen 
boxes, mirrors, and superb candle- 
sticks such as no other craft con- 
ceived. 

Many of the details concerning 
the process of organizing arts and 
crafts in the Near East are not 
clear. There seems to have been no 
definite distinction between artist 
and craftsman, and the creators of 
much that is incomparable in Persian 
art remain anonymous. . 

Shown here are a number of ex- 
amples of Persian metal art: folding 
lamp, water bottles, incense burner 
in the shape of a pigeon, ewer and 
basin; rose-water sprinkler of steel 
inlaid with gold and silver; oil jug, 
brass box with elaborately engraved 
repousse cover; copper bowl with 
pewter lining, dome cover; large

“SCENES OF OLD NEW JERSEY” 


New Jersey as seen through the 
eyes of the 19th century artist is the 
theme of the Newark Museum’s 1960 
Summer exhibition, Scenes of Old 
New Jersey. The new exhibition 
opened Friday, May 6, and will con- 
tinue through September 11. 

The exhibition consists of some 20 
pictures, all landscapes of the State, 
executed by both resident and visit- 
ing artists during the 19th century. 

Among the popular locations was 
the Passaic Falls; rural, yet acces- 
sible enough to attract many artists 
to its banks. In the exhibition is 
one of many Passaic Falls pictures 


painted by the Hoboken artist, 
Thomas Whitley. 
The Palisades, with their long 


sweeps of rugged cliffs, were a fa- 
vorite subject of Louis T. Tiffany, 
who has become more famous for 
his association with the glass indus- 
try than for his landscapes. 

Naturally enough, many artists 
preferred the rural retreats closest 
to New York; Weehawken was paint- 
ed by William R. Miller, Havken- 
sack and its valley, by George In- 
ness and Andrew Melrose, while the 
pastoral aspects of Montclair were 
recorded by the resident landscapist, 
Joseph Tubby. 

The Jersey Meadows, now striped 
with roads, highways and railroad 
yards, were often painted and they 
were a favorite subject of Martin J. 
Heade. 

Newark, in the 19th century as 
well as now, was the hub of New 
Jersey’s commercial and cultural ac- 
tivities, and many painters depicted 
the city from the landscapist’s point 
of view. Work by three of these 
painters, Mary Moran, Edward Be- 
yer, and Otto Sommer, is included 
in the Newark Museum’s exhibit, the 
latter two showing views of a pret- 
tier Passaic River than the one we 
now know. 

Jasper Cropsey, together with 
George Inness, were among those ar- 
tists to regularly record scenes of 
New Jersey, and Cropsey’s studio at 
Greenwood Lake soon became well 
known. Many other artists soon came 
to know New Jersey’s lake country, 
perhaps through their contact with 
Cropsey and his work, and many pic- 
tures of the Jersey lakes were paint- 
ed. One of the most beautiful paint- 
ings in the Museum exhibit is Old 
Mill, West Millford, done by a Crop- 
sey pupil, David Johnson. 

Other areas of the State that are 
included are a view of the Dela- 
ware Water Gap by Inness, and a 
study of Joseph Bonaparte’s estate 
Point Breeze at Bordentown. 

Although most of the artists ex- 
hibited were completed professional 
painters, one little known primitive 
landscapist, Edward Kranich, has 
been included. The Kranich work 
shown is a mid-19th century farm 
scene of South Orange, New Jersey.

Beaded Buttons 


Beads are older than buttons, and 
less useful. For, while buttons were 
made to be used, originally, with or- 
nament a secondary consideration, 
beads have seldom served any pur- 
pose but that of decoration. 

Nevertheless, beads are almost as 
old as mankind, or rather, woman- 
kind. Among savage peoples both 
men and women wore beads. Ever 
since some prehistoric female first 
found time for self-adornment, and 
learned how to string shells (or seeds 
or bones) on a cord and hang them 
around her neck, beads have held a 
peculiar fascination for women. 

It isn’t because beads are colorful, 
for some beads are colorless. It isn’t 
because they glitter and shine, for 
some beads are dull. It isn’t even be- 
cause they are valuable, for while 
pearls and other jewels are always

appreciated, less costly imitations 
are not scorned. 

Their appeal must have some con- 
nection with the smooth way beads 
slide through the fingers, or the 
graceful way they lie around the 
neck. They enhance any woman’s nat- 
ural charm with their touch of art 
and artifice. 

Beads are almost as variéd in type 
and material as buttons themselves. 
The first beads were doubtless nat- 
ural objects, such as, shells, nuts or 
seed-pods — anything that could be 
pierced and strung. 

Then precious and semi-precious 
stones were made into beads. With 
the invention of glass, and the devel- 
opment of metals, the beauty and 
variety of beads became practically 
unlimited. 

Finally, in addition to serving as

necklaces and bracelets, they were 
used as dress decorations. From 
dresses to buttons was only a step. 

Beads are found most often on cov- 
ered buttons. Such beads are usu- 
ally made of glass—clear, colored, 
iridescent or black, for many beads 
imitate jet. Steel beads were some- 
times used. So were imitation pearls 
and other “jewels” of paste, which 
is a very fine glass. 

Combined with fabric or metal, 
beads add life and color to other- 
wise sober buttons. Certainly they 
exemplify, in button form, an art 
that has been practiced and perfected 
in many ages and among many peo- 
ples.* 

Because they depend so largely on 
color and glitter for their effect, 
beaded buttons do not show up too 
well in mere black and white draw- 
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ings. But I hope the following exam- 
ples will give at least a small idea 
of their charm: 


No. 1. Deep metal cup, with clear 
glass beads sewed to a thread foun- 
dation. Two holes in the back facil- 
itate the sewing process. A similar 
button is of black metal with black 
glass beads. 

No. 2. Convex covered button with 
silver lustre beads sewed in close for- 
mation between bands of black braid. 
Thread back, 

No. 8. A modern button (c. 1940) 
made of beads strung on wire. A pin- 
head shank passes through the cen- 
tral bead, securing it to a metal disc 
which forms the button back. The 
beads are different colors, and the 
button is much more attractive than 
the drawing indicates. 

No. 4. Convex covered button of 
mauve broad-cloth, decorated with 
black glass beads and black silk cord. 
Thread back, 

No. 5. Sometimes one bead can 
be as effective as many. This semi- 
spherical button of green silk is 
topped by a single bead of black 
glass. Loop shank of green cord. 


No. 6. An unusual button of fine 
brown silk thread, drawn to a cen- 
tral point, front and back, and orna- 
mented with black glass beads. Metal 
shank. Sometimes beads are attached 
to the button edge only, giving a 
“pin-cushion” effect. 

No. 7. Convex covered button with 
black glass beads and black braid 
surrounding a black glass button. 
These cylindrical black glass buttons 
are known as “bugles.” They were 
very popular during the second half 
of the 19th century. 


No. 8. Flat modern button covered 
with yellow crépe and decorated with 
clear glass beads and mirror studs. 
Cloth back and canvas shank. 


No. 9. Another modern covered 
button, slightly convex. The blue, 
pink, red, and silver beads are most 
effective against the black fabric. 
Tin back with canvas shank. 

No. 10. Similar in type to No. 1, 
this shallow cup of black metal holds 
iridescent beads sewn to a thread 
foundation, I have a curious imita- 
tion of this type of button: it is made 
from an acorn cup, painted black, 
with metal shank inserted, and black 
glass beads glued hit-or-miss inside.

No. 11. Convex covered button of 
dark green velvet. The forget-me- 
nots are rendered in blue beads with 
yellow bead centers and green bead 
stems. 

No. 12. Typical black Bead-and- 
Fabric button, convex, with thread 
back. Black Covered and Needle-work 
buttons offer a variety of bead ar- 
rangements. They are sometimes 
called “Passementerie Buttons,” but 
the name is not strictly accurate, 
since it is from the French passe- 
ment, meaning gold or silver lace. 

The word referred originally to 
dress trimmings of braid, lace, or 
silk embroidery. However, because 
such trimmings are often embellished 
with beads, the term has been ap- 
plied to beaded trimmings and but- 
tons, as well. 

_ Fashions have changed since some 
inspired cave-dweller was first 
thrilled and enchanted by a necklace 
of shells) Men and women have 
changed, too, superficially, at least. 
But beads have changed very little 
in the thousands of years since they 
were invented. Their smooth, cool 
charm still appeals to women, both 
“savage” and “civilized.” Their 
unique fascination still touches every- 
— that they touch, including but- 
ns. 


Beads and beadwork are a study in 
themselves. From the ancient Egyp- 
tians to the North American Indians; 
from the bone necklace of the African 
witch doctor to the finest products of 
the Venetian glass-makers, they wind 
their sinuous way through the history 
of mankind. They have been used in 
so many countries and in so many 
ways that much research would be 
needed to more than scratch the sur- 
face of their possibilities. An inter- 
esting article about beads and bead- 
work by Amelia E. MacSwiggan ap- 
peared in HOBBIES for April, 1955.

PART III 


BUDDHIST 
BELLS 


By LOIS SPRINGER 


The first bells or gongs to greet 
the Buddhist worshiper are those 
suspended from the eaves of the 
shrine and decorated with long tas- 
sels. Each visitor shakes a tassel 
or pound a mallet to sound a bell 
and thereby awaken the spirit of 
the shrine. 

The designs of shrine bells hang- 
ing from the eaves are often symbo!- 
ical. ‘A pair of bells shaped like 
large carp are favorites, as one of 
the eight auspicious signs on the sole 
of Buddha’s foot was a pair of fish. 


Inside the Shrine 

The bells used within a Buddhist 
temple are frequently a part of 
some other ceremonial object. The 
Ming Dynasty candlestick bell (illus- 
trated) is but one example. Since 
both candles and incense symbolize: 
the burning away of evil desires, 
they are always a part of Buddhist 
worship striving for the pure life. 

Chung bells are particularly typ- 
ical of Buddhism. Their decorations 
include panels of curious protuber- 
ances symbolizing the snails that 
covered and protected Buddha’s head 
from the sun’s rays as he sat medi- 
tating for 1,000 years. Some of these 
chung bells trace back to the Chou 
Dynasty (1207-256 B.C.) but many 
of the most artistically wrought, 
with extremely realistic snail-like 
protuberances, date from the Ming 
Dynasty (1368-1644 A.D.). 


Special Buddhist Sects 


Priests of certain Buddhist sects 
often use special types of bells. 
Large clapping gongs are used by 
priests of the Zen sect during pray- 
er and in funeral processions. 

In Tibet, a young monk designated 
as the State Oracle is described as 
wearing a round metal, mirror-like, 
gong on his breast as a part of his 
regalia. As he goes into a trance 
before being questioned on important 
matters, be beats upon this metal 
mirror-gong with a great thumb 
ring and makes a tremendous mu- 
sic that drowns out all else. 

Many Tibetan villages have spe- 
cial weather-making monks with a 
reputation for skill in managing the 
weather, either holding off storms 
or calling down rain. For doing so 
the monks blow on conch shells which 
make a vibrating sound, or shake 


bells especially designed to affect the 
weather. 

The Schilling Museum in Minne- 
sota owns one of these Tibetan rain- 
making bells. It is of great curiosity 
to visitors because of its odd cylin- | 
drical proportions. 


Buddhist Hand-bells 


Besides their bells and gongs de- 
signed to be tapped from the out- 
side, or rattled, Buddhist priests use 
many clappered hand-bells. Often 
these are decorated with the figure 
of some goddess associated with the 
shrine. 

The Goddess Kwan Yin, Goddess 
of Mercy, is frequently found as a 
handle. With her sweet smile, she 
embodies the kindness and wisdom of 
the East. 

Another graceful female figure / 
decorating many ot their hand-belils © 
is that of a Buddhist angel. Dressed 
in flowing robes, she is often shown | 
riding a peacock through the heav- | 
ens. 

Too, there is the figure of Hana- 
ogi who worshipped at a Buddhist 
temple known as the Silent Temple 
because it had no bell. One evening |~ 
Hana-ogi, bearing a bronze bell for | 
this Silent Temple, led a procession 7 
of thousands from Yoshiwara. is 

The bell was her gift to the Jap- / 
anese priests, who were poorer than |» 
she. Her devout kindness made Hana- | 
ogi so famous that poets wrote in | 
praise of her. : 


Pilgrims and Beggars

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the temples here are related to Ku- 
kai, a great Buddhist priest of the 
9th century, who was born in Shi- 
koku. 

Many of the temples are located 
in remote, mountainous regions, so 
much of the journey must be made 
on foot and the traveling is not easy. 
A bell carried on a pilgrimage sig- 
nijies, in a sense, that. Buddha is 
there to guide and comfort. 

Too, in some older districts, peo- 
ple still offer alms to pilgrims whom 
they recognize by virtue of their 
bells. Buddhists acquire merit by giv- 
ine such alms. 

Two types of bells are frequently 
secn in the hands of Buddhist itin- 
erants. One is the hand-bell with the 
thunderbolt (Vajra) handle. The 
thunderbolt is significant to their 
religion because it is an emblem of 
divine force and is used by the storm 
god Indra to rout the enemies of 
Buddhism and to rout evil before it 
reaches man. 

The other type of bell carried by 
pilgrims is a slender, long-handled 
one (illustrated), decorated with a 
tassel and topped by a gilded lotus 
flower supporting a thunderbolt. The 
tassel, always with an elaborate dou- 
ble knot, denotes the twin virtues of 
longevity and fertility. 

The lotus is of course associated 
with the lotus flower on which 
Buddha sat for the 1,000 years he 
meditated and planned Buddhism as 
a religion. The dark wood handle on 
this pilgrim’s bell is ornamented 
with silver overlays representing 
clouds, which carry one’s prayers up- 
ward. 

Bronze, Brass and Wood 

While the finest Buddhist bells are 
of bronze or brass, there are occa- 
sional types of wood. One notable 
example is sometimes called a fish- 


} mouth gong, sometimes a “Buddha‘s 


ear.” Both priests and begging Bud- 
dhists use this type of gong, which 
is found in all sizes. 

The latter particularly favor it 
in soliciting money for their temples 
or gods. The method is to stop in 
front of a home and beat on the 
wooden gong until some member of 
the household presents him with 
what he deems a sufficient donation. 
He seldom ceases this noise for less 
than the equivalent of a nickel. 

As for the bronze and brass bells, 
since old material was otten used 
there was no hard and fast rule in 


» the proportions of metals. In Korea 
/ many ancient bells were cast of 


“green copper,” an alloy of copper 
and tin, three or four to one. 

In Japan bell-metal often included 
elements of beaten gold. Gold symbo- 
lizes to the Buddhists an infinite 
color, as untarnishable as are Bud- 
dha’s teachings.

The History 


of the 


Manila Manton 


A Chinese Fashion Which Became Spanish Through the Philippines

Not only those who have reached 
the age of 50, but also the older per- 
sons whose memories are very deep, 
feel like tourists before the pages of 
a picture album. _ ; 

If you do not believe me, listen to 
my story. It was at Forbes Park, 
a modern district of Manila, a resi- 
dential section for the wealthy, where 
there are marvelous homes. The oc- 
casion was that of a silver wedding 
anniversary of a Spanish couple, 
members of the small group of 
Spaniards who still live in the Phil- 
ippines. 

There were two groups of merry- 
makers: the young people, who en-

joyed themselves with the new 
rhythm of the and the 
“cha-cha,” and the others, those per- 
sons over 50, who sighing, brought 
back memories of by-gone times and 
a feeling of nostalgia. I was among 
these older persons. 

We were looking at a show-case 
decorated inside with red _ velvet 
panels. It had glass doors and con- 
tained many curios which were souv- 
enirs of a long stay in the Far East. 
it had attracted my attention. 

In it we saw small ivory statues, 
Chinese fans, and scented paper with 
Chinese characters. There were sets 
of chess, little many-storied towers,

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silk from Hongkong and Shanghai, 
flowered mantillas and fans, bulls, 
and “majos” with guitars. 

All were in an Asiatic and Span- 
ish wrapping, an atmosphere of 
sandal-wood and roses, which re- 
called the Buddhist mysteries of Chi- 
na. At the same time they were 
reminiscent of the verbenas of Mad- 
rid and the Spanish country-side. 

Next I was attracted by a large 
album which was elegant and elab- 
orate. It was on a table. I began to 
examine the book and there passed 
before my eyes a parade of photo- 
graphs charged with memories united 
with nostalgic voices. 


In the examination vf some of the 
photographs, half faded, arranged 
chronologically, many of the visitors 
made comments accented with sor- 
row. These remarks were like the 
tears of scenes past. Here were 
voices of the last era, now far dis 
tant, extinguished by the force of 
modern times. 


One of these photographs held me 
captive. The print was pretty and 
quite old. There was a carriage like 
the Manilean carriage and in it 
beautiful girls were seated. Behind 
it a Spanish shawl fluttered like a 
colorful and great flag. It was the 
Manila manton. It seemed to sweep 
the pavement with its fringe. 

“This is myself, sir, when I was 
young, and this is my manton, the 
Manila manton. It was my mother’s; 
she bought it in Spain in Postas 
Street in Madrid, when the Philip- 
pines was a distant land. 


“My parents arrived in the Philip- 
pines in the last days of the last 
century with an administrative posi- 
tion from Spain. Later came the Rev- 
olution, the loss of Puerto Rico, 
Cuba, and the Philippines; and the 
disaster of 1898 (the Spanish-Amer- 
ican War). 

“My parents remained in the Phil- 
ippines, however. For that reason 
all of us were born here, and here 
we have been ever since. Fate, sir, 
fate.” ss 
The lady speaking to me was the | 
owner of the house. It was she who | 
was celebrating her silver wedding 7 
anniversary. She went over to a cam- 
phor-wood trunk, wonderfully carved 
with Chinese characters. This trunk 
was in the middle of the living room. 
Her ancestors had bought the trunk 
in Hongkong, China. 


She opened the trunk and took out 
the Manila manton, spreading it be- 
fore me as if it were a hymn of 
gaiety. It was a beautiful, flowered 
manton, having a ramiform design, 
showy, elegantly embroidered with 
flowers and birds. 

She put on the manton as a lady 
of the olden days and then she ap- 
peared like a person in a painting. 
‘In this flexible, clinging, dull man- 
ton, its fringe entangled with fanta- 
sy she became reminiscent of those 
Madrilenian unmarried ladies who 
used to go to the “verbena” held 
on the eve of St. Anthony to request f 
of him a fiance. 


Reminiscent, too, of those who go 
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to the other “verbena” called St. Ca- 
jetan, Paloma or Melonera, Virgin 
of the Dove, because in that church 
there is another “verbena” from 
summer to October. Every girl at- 
tends that “verbena” to make her 
fiance love her. 

As in the important periods of 
her life in the past, my hostess took 
off the manton with nostalgia for 
her youth, nostalgia made of the 
roots of memories and joys of hope. 

“But the strange part is that the 
Manila manton is not from Manila,’ 
said one of the guests who knew 
something about the history of the 
manton. The name Manila manton 
was given to it because the‘first who 
imported it from the Philippines 
were business men of Manila who 
bought it from Chinese merchants. 

These so-called Manila mantons 
were actually made in China, es- 
pecially at Canton and Shanghai. So 
a Chinese shawl became Spanish by 
way of Manila. 

“Actually, it is very strange that 
the Madrilenian ‘verbenas,’ the bull- 
fights, the Spanish fairs and par- 
ties, have Chinese ornamentation. 
The Manila manton itself became so 
popular and distinguished in Spain 
| that it was worn not only by the 
young women attending the ‘verbe- 


na,’ but also by the aristocratic la- 
dies and the women of the people. 
The ingenious poetry of the Manila 
manton has been immortalized in 
popular song, in the theater, and in 
the novel of the 19th century!” 

“Did you say in the theater, and 
in the Spanish novel of the 19th cen- 
tury?” I said. 

“Yes, there are found the eulogy 
and the history of the Manila man- 
ton which is not from Manila,” the 
guest said. 

The eulogy of the Manila manton 
is contained in tne operetta called 
“La Verbena de la Paloma” by Ri- 
cardo de la Vega (1894), and in the 
popular song and music of Breton. 
Its history is given in the great 
Madrilenian novel, “Fortunata y Ja- 
cinta” by Benito Perez Galdos. 

He described the Madrid business 

of the 19th century and referred to 
those merchants who sold national 
and foreign cloth in the Plaza 
Major. 
_He continued talking about that 
little girl who sold such pretty souv- 
enirs in the Philippine store in Pos- 
tas Street in Madrid. 

Galdos also tells us that the skil- 
ful creator of the Manila manton 
was a Chinese called Ayun, from 
Canton, who embroidered the shawls. 
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Ayun carried on Spanish trade. He 
was the owner of the store in which 
the Manila manton was sold. 

Ayun was so grateful for his 
Spanish commerce that he sent his 
photograph to his customers as a 
gift. In his photograph Ayun is 
shown full length. He is in the cen- 
ter surrounded by his 14 wives, pale 
and stiff ladies with very small feet 
and incredibly long nails. 

The Manila manton came from 
Canton and Shanghai by means of 
a long trip around the Cape of Good 
Hope, in those very heavy frigates 
of the Cadiz ship-owners named Fer- 
nandez de Castro, los Cuesta, los 
Rubio... . 

Then came the Revolution. The 
Philippine company, famous crea- 
tion of the Spanish king, was liqui- 
dated in 1833. And in the same way 
that the Goyesque cape had disap- 
peared, the Manila manton began to 
lose favor, too. 

Then the people liked to dress in 
the gray tones which came from 
northern Europe, and so the Manila 
manton, which was on the way out, 
took refuge among the common peo- 
ple who still had a feeling for the 
brilliant coloring of the manton. 

At that time a new Chinese ar- 
tist became known in the Far East, 
another Chinese innovator on the 
embroideries of the Chinese, Ayun. 
That Chinese artist was named Sen- 
qua. He modified that Manila man- 
ton, making it bigger, combining it 
with new tones and marvelous sym- 
phonies of color. 

But the new style of Senqua was 
not to stop the decadence of the 
Manila manton. The Philippine store 
in Postas Street in Madrid, and the 
merchants dealing with foreign cloth 
in Madrid noted the sudden depre- 
ciation of Chinese material result- 
ing mostly from the domination of 
England and her great navy. 

The city of Singapore monopolized 
the Asiatic traffic and the new route 
was traced by the English steam- 
ships, combined with the Suez Canal 
railroad. The route to Cadiz via Cape 
of Good Hope was ruined. 

The Chinese, Ayun, and successor, 
another Chinese named King Cheong, 
gave prices in pound sterling. From 
that time on, the Spanish merchant 
who brought the material directly 
from Canton and Shanghai could 
never compete with trade coming 
from Liverpool. The Manila manton, 
formerly regarded as part of the 
national dress of Spain, then was 
put away in trunks or chests.. 

The people guard them with a re- 
ligious respect as a tradition, tak- 
ing them out from time to time to 
wear on special occasions—in the 
great moments of their lives: at 
weddings, baptisms, bull-fights, for 
photographs, and especially for ‘“ver- 
benas.” 

The silver wedding celebration was 
over. The embroidered Manila man- 
ton was draped over the half-open 
trunk. The manton is not easy to 
fold. You must know how to hide 
the edging and the fringe so as to 
show only the central design. Some 
one commented. “Certainly this story 
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of the manton is very interesting.” 

But today, it seems all is chang- 
ing. Manila orders from Spain man- 
tillas, veils, flower fans with pictures 
of bull-fights, and men with guitars 

. and in Manila streets there are 
many Chinese stores which sell these 
Spanish souvenirs. 

Nevertheless, there are in Europe, 
in Paris, in Spain, dress designers 
like Balenciaga, Rodriguez, and oth- 
ers, designers who dictate to women 
in the fashions of Oriental brocades 
and the style of the Chinese gowns. 

Perhaps there will come another 
Galdos who will write a novel or 
some article describing the mantillas, 
veils, and Spanish fans that now 
come from the Far East.

ophy so unequivocally sound—and 

therefore, unequivocally enduring— 
laced it in the category of invinci- 
le: “as lasting as our race.” 

Accordingly, Reed did not consider 
Patriotism’s original hearty health 
had deteriorated at any time, es- 
pecially during the gay Nineties as 
of 1897. Then, Patriotism was still 
virile and verdant; what had been 
gloomily diagnosed as decay was 
merely time out for slumbering in 
days of peace, plenty, and pleasure, 
until it should be needed. Soon, this 
need began developing. 

Within eight months American Pa- 
triotism was back at its old stand, 
operating in full force. For, on Feb- 
ruary 15th, 1898, the U.S. battle- 
ship, Maine, was destroyed by a mys- 
terious explosion in Havana’s har- 
bor while anchored there on a friend- 


ly mission. 
_Immediately, that historic cry of 
righteous indignation, “Remember 


the Maine!” swept the country as 
again Americans prepared to fight 
for the rights and liberty of their 
fellow men, the people of Cuba. The 
American eagle was soaring and 
Yankee Doodle was marching. 

Five months later, July 1st, in the 
face of a constant barrage of ene- 
my fire, American soldiers, led by 
the stalwart shouting Lieut.-Col. 
Theodore Roosevelt, made the daring 
charge up San Juan hill, the gambit 
that ended the Spanish-American 
War. . 

Again, the descendants of the ear- 
ly Colonial ‘American “servants of 
mankind” had carried out the tradi- 
tion of the nation’s birthright by 
broadening “the pathway of civiliza- 
tion, progress and freedom.” 

Likewise, succeeding wars in which 
America participated, stoutly accent- 
ed Reed’s interpretation of the two 
declarations as being invulnerable 


and timeless when conditions de- 
manded their exercise. 

And, to HOBBIES’ readers of long 
standing, it requires no stretch of 
the imagination to venture that if 
that outstanding 20th century pa- 
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triot, Mr. Lightner, were here today, 
he would be quickening the pulse of 
Patriotism this July 4th with a re- 
dedication of our Declarations. It 
is not improbable that “The Pub- 
lisher’s Page” would carry a reprint 
of “What America Celebrates on In- 
dependence Day.” . 

Then, following a few succinct, 
sagacious opinions on Patriotism, 
Mr. Lightner might have added four 
significant words to his usua: sign 
off: “That’s my story for today— 
and all the tomorrows.” 

For, like Thomas B. Reed and 
“Teddy” Roosevelt, O. C. Lightner 
belonged to that group so aptly de- 
scribed by another staunch patriot, 
Daniel Webster, when he said: 

“God grants liberty only to those 
who love it, and are always ready 
to guard and defend it.”

The Circus World Museum at Ba- 
raboo, Wisconsin, opened May 14 for 
new show this year with a greatly 
enlarged menagerie, hundreds of ad- 
ditional circus artifacts from the 
Ringling Brothers and Barnum and 
Bailey winter quarters at Sarasota, 
Florida, and from other great cir- 
cuses. The Circus Sideshow of the 
19th Century is a creation of Col- 
onel Joe Mercedes. 

The Paul Kelly Menagerie from 
Peru, Indiana, will be at the mu- 
seum providing live animal acts dai- 
ly. These will be free to the public 
Other features which were started 
last year have been enlarged and im- 
proved for the enjoyment of the 
public. 

The Circus World Museum is 
owned by the State Historical So- 
ciety of Wisconsin and operated by 
the Historic Sites Foundation. It is 
located in buildings at Baraboo which 
were formerly winter quarters for 
the Ringling Brothers Circus. It will 
be open from 9 A.M. to 6 P.M. daily 
and during July and August will be 
open Saturday and Sunday nights to 
9 o’clock. 

Over 150,000 people visited the 
Circus World Museum during its 
first year of operation last year. 
Many more are expected to visit the 
museum this year.

the finest pieces of Persian art which 
have ever come to the United States. 

The exhibition covers the 1st cen- 
tury A.D. through the 17th century 
and displays miniature paintings, 
drawings, and objects made of gold, 
silver, bronze, jade, and pottery. 
They are all distinguished by an ex- 
quisite sense of design which may 
be of a formal nature or represent 
the subject in a realistic manner. 
The oldest pieces are a number of 
gilded silver bowls of the Parthian 
and Sasanian periods, 3d-7th centu- 
ry. Their expert workmanship and 
themes of decoration suggest that 
they were made for royalty. No less 
splendid is some of the medieval 
jewelry, especially a unique assem- 
bly of three ornamented gold brace- 
lets of the 11th and 12th century 
each executed in a different style. 
In one of these pieces even the in- 
side of the gold ring was elaborately 
decorated with animals and ara- 
besque designs, although this part 
was invisible when worn. 

Among the pottery vessels is an 
early group which presents Arabic 
proverbs in calligraphic writing. A 
very beautifully written one states 
around an elaborate whirl design 
that, “He who is contented with his 
own opinion runs into danger.” These 
inscribed plates are the oldest manu- 
scripts of ‘Arab proverbs, since all 
the paper copies of that early date 
have long been lost. A particularly 
ingenious piece is a ewer in the 
form of a stylized rooster which has 
two walls, an inner solid one to keep 
the fluid within the vessel, and an 
outer one consisting of an elaborate 
pierced design which envelops the 
whole like a rich green lace. 

The paintings show examples of 
all the major schools. An unusual 
picture is a portrait on horseback 
of the famous world conqueror Ti- 
mur Leng or Tamerlane and also 
a portrait of his son, the astronomer 
—king Ulugh Beg, who built a fa- 
mous observatory in Samarkand and 
brought out a book of astronomical 
tables. He is shown wtih the ladies 
of his harem, court officials, and re- 
tainers all in their best finery. Par- 
ticularly remarkable are the ladies’ 
hats in Mongol fashion; their tall 
floral arrangements surpass anything 
which the fancy of a modern mil- 
liner has created. One of the most 
delicate drawings shows members of 
a Sufi lay brotherhood related to the 
Whirling Dervishes; here old men 
and young boys are shown engaged 
in a mystic dance performed to the 
rhythm of a tambourine. Of partic- 
ular interest is a splendid manu- 
script of 28 miniatures made be- 
tween 1556 and 1565 for one of the 
greatest art patrons of the time, a 
Persian prince. It is believed that 
the exhibition in the Freer Gallery 
solves, for the first time, the old 
museum problem of how to show to 
the public all the miniatures of a 
manuscript while actually only two 
pages can be exposed. While the 
precious manuscript is exposed in its

special case and displays one of its 
fine paintings, a projector nearby 
shows color transparencies of all the 
other miniatures so that the viewer 
can come to a full understanding 
of the wide range of paintings with- 
out the book being unduly handled. 

The exhibition will continue until 
the fall 1960.

American Bottles 
ne Great Chinese Remedy. The Ta Tsing Bitters Bottle 


FOR TA TSING BITTERS By ALBERT CHRISTIAN REVI 


On March 24, 1868, a patent was 
issued to Meigs Jackson of Clarks- 
burg, ‘W. Va., for “a bottle in form 
and shape of a Chinaman; neck of 
the bottle coming up out of the head 
of the figure; cape falling down over 
the shoulders of the man figure; long 
mustache; long queue from the back 
of the head; cap on head; indenta- 
tion on front and back of bottle for 
label. Blown in the bottle the let- 
ters “R. §. Gardner & Co., Proprie- 
tors Clarksburg, W. Va.” 


Not mentioned in the specifica- 
tions, but quite visible in the patent 
drawings, is the representation of 
Chinese characters covering the en- 
tire top, or shoulder of the bottle 
(identified as the Chinaman’s cape 
in the patent enumerations), and on 
the sides and foot of the bottle. 


Along with the patent for his de- 
sign for a bottle Mr. Jackson added 
his trade-mark for “Ta Tsing Bit- 
ters, The Great Chinese Remedy.” 
(See illustration for full trade- 
mark). 


So far we have been unsuccessful 
in locating this bottle in any refer- 
ence book on the subject, nor can 
we discover such a bottle in any pri- 
vate or public collection; however, 
we feel reasonably certain the bot- 
tle was manufactured for use by R. 
S. Gardner & Company of Clarks- 
burg, W. Va., for their bitters. The 
use of bitters as a tonic and po- 
lite alcoholic stimulant during the 
last half of the 19th century was 
widespread, evidenced by the many 
different kinds of bitters bottles now 
becoming more and more collectible. 


We offer the foregoing informa- 
tion, revealed here for the very first 
time, as an indication to collectors 
that such a bottle might sometime be 
found. We should be happy to hear 
about this bottle and will pass on 
any information some generous read- 
er cares to share with fellow collec- 
tors.

STAINED GLASS 


Helen Carew Hickman of Milwan- 
kee, Wis., a practitioner of the an- 
cient art of stained glass making, 
recently displayed examples of her 
work in the Art Department of the 
Chicago Public Library. 

Mrs. Hickman, who has designed 
windows for more than 150 churches 
and synagogues throughout the coun- 
try, works in concrete and slab glass 
as well as came lead and sheet glass. 
At the present time, she is design- 
ing two walls of slab glass and con- 
crete, 60 feet by 20 feet, for the Tree 
= Life synagogue in Pittsburgh, 

a. 

After graduating with a Bachelor 
of Fine Arts degree from the Carne- 
gie Institute of Technology, Mrs. 
Hickman served a four-year appren- 
ticeship in the Henry Hunt Studios 
in Pittsburgh, learning the intricate 
techniques involved in the making of 
stained glass. She has since worked 
as a free lance designer in this field. 


_A_two-time winner at the Carne- 
gie Museum in the craft division for 
“the most creative work in the show,” 
she says of her work: “I believe in 
the humility of the artist for his 
subject. In ecclesiastical art, partic- 
ularly, the theology should be ex- 
pressed in clear and forceful terms. 
‘Self-expression’ then becomes ‘self- 
less expression’—the artist’s creativ- 
ity and imagination deliver the im- 
pact of an already deeply rooted 
theme. The sentimental has no place 
in religious art.” 

Mrs. Hickman points out that the 
Egyptians had an amazing knowl- 
edge and skill in the area of glass 
making. Pure glass was made by 
them as early as 7000 B.C. and the 
technique of modern glass can said 
to have begun when they invented 
the blow pipe about 300 B.C. About 
the beginning of the Christian era, 
the first relatively transparent glass 
was made. The craft spread to By- 
zantium, Venice, and later, to France. 
It is known that in 1066, the first 
Benedictine monastery at Monte Cas- 
sino had a chapel filled with stained 
glass windows. 

The glass of the 12th century is 
said to be unmatchable for beauty 
of coloring. Much of this was actual- 
ly due to the roughness of the glass 
itself, and the primitive manner in 
which it was created. This crude 
glass acted as a prism to break up 
the rays of sunlight in a manner 
that has never been successfully du- 
plicated. The oldest existing stained 
glass windows, made about 1065, are 
in the clerestory of Augsburg Cathe- 
dral in Germany. The glass in the 


west facade of Chartres Cathedral in 
France is regarded by many art ex- 
perts as the finest ever fashioned by 
man. 





“PROJECT VITAMINS” 


Howard W. Mordue of Detroit, 
whose hobby is “Apothecariana,” has 
recently purchased one of the old, 
landmark drugstores in Detroit, and 
is shipping it with a big supply of 
vitamin pills for the charitable work 
of a group of Irish nuns who oper- 
ate a hospital in Korea. 

Asked how he (a Methodist) hap- 
pened to get interested in the pro- 
ject, Mordue explained to a Detroit 
Free Press reporter: 

“TI read a piece in the Free Press 
how the Sisters’ only ‘pipeline’ was 
Detroit. . . how in an old house they 
were treating 700 cases a day. . 
treating 4,000 tubercular cases a 
week . .. are taking care of 90 
babies in a ward only big enough 
for 50 in a land where babies are 
abandoned in ditches. 

“I asked myself what I was doing 
in charity? Giving to the United 
Foundation, the Goodwill, giving but 
not participating! The next thing I 
knew I was on the board of the 
‘Friends of Sister Mary Clare.’ And 
getting an insight into the undenom- 
inational heart of Detroit. . . Uni- 
tarians like Dr. Alex Blain giving 
these nuns a_ $25,000 obstetrical 
ward, Lutheran ladies making night 
gowns for the patients!” 

Mordue at 29 is one of the 
country’s leading collectors. When 
he finds the time he writes for 
HOBBIES Magazine about some of 
his finds and treasures in the drug- 
store and apothecariana fields. He 
has put an 1890 vintage drugstore— 
complete with a bottle of live leeches 
for black eyes—on the second floor 
of his Medical Arts Building in 
Detroit. 





LIGHTNER STAMP 
COLLECTION 
REARRANGED BY 
FLORIDA COLLECTORS 


The philatelic exhibit in the mu- 
nicipal Lightner Museum of Hobbies, 
St. Augustine, Fla., is now present- 
ed in its permanent and accepted- 
standard form, an impressive display 
which is attracting attention of even 
the non-collector, as well as the 
hobbyist in that particular field. 

The exhibit consists of 67 frames 
measuring 30”’x36” in size. The re- 
designing of this now expansive ex- 
position is the product of the vol- 
unteer efforts and interest of mem- 
bers of the Florida Federation of 
Stamp Clubs, Mrs. J. H. Shollen- 
berger, president, of Holly Hill, Fla. 
Club members from Holly Hill, Day- 
tona Beach, Miami, Leesburg, St. 
Petersburg, Jacksonville, Clearwater, 
and Clermont participated in the 
project with contributions of both 
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time and donations of material. Spare 
time efforts spread over a period of 
some eleven months constituted the 
work element. Quite a contribution 
from non-residents, in fact, Cecil 
Zinkan, the Museum director, char- 
acterizes it as “certainly one of the 
most generous gestures accorded this 
institution during my years of as- 
sociation with it.” 

To achieve its present form neces- 
sitated the dismantling of the old 
exhibit layout, long a subject of 
justified criticism. 

That required the time-consuming 
piece-by-piece detachment by patient 
and careful handling of more than 
10,000 individual postage stamps, 
envelopes, etc. That was only the 
beginning. Then all of those speci- 
mens had to again be individually 
handled for sorting, classification 
and eventual group arrangement. The 
next step meant still another han- 
dling, for the third time, to mount 
them in their permanent and or- 
ganized position. The completed ex- 
hibit thus represents more than 30,- 
000 separate handlings; and this can 
be further appreciated when it is 
realized how small in size and how 
“flimsy” a postage stamp, especially 
an old one, is to handle. 

It was quite a volunteer under- 
taking by those interested folk who 
will have only infrequent opportun- 
ity to view their combined handi- 
work, because they will have to 
travel to St. Augustine to see it. 
You see, all of them live elsewhere 
in Florida! 





SIR HUBERT WILKINS 
EXHIBITION NOW ON 
PERMANENT DISPLAY

This big Seeburg H survived the 
1906 earthquake and was used for 
years on the Barbary Coast. It is 
8 feet high and has a piano, man- 
dolin, 17 viola pipes, 21 violin pipes, 
88 fiute pipes, a zylophone, a bass 
drum, kettle drum, snare drun, tri- 
angle, cymbal, and castanets.

Now it is in Eakins’ Gay 90’s Vil- 
lage in a 38500 square foot exhibi- 
tion hall known as the Million Dol- 
lar Museum of Musical Automation 
at the edge of Sikeston, Mo. This 
Museum houses the world’s largest 
collection of restored nickelodeons. 

In 1953 Paul R. Eakins was told 
to take it easy for health reasons. 
So he turned to his hobby and be- 
gan collecting old nickelodeons. Re- 
storing them took as much as 500 
hours to one machine. Now he has 
100 which visitors from everywhere 
come to see and play. 

‘At the Museum’s entrance is a 
rare coin-operated Wurlitzer Harp, 
patented in 1899. It plays 5-tune

rolls on 60 strings. Next to it is 
a Mills single violin instrument. You 
can see the violin through the glass 
upper doors. 

The third nickelodeon is a Link 
Music Machine. It plays a piano, 
mandolin, snare drum, tom-tom, wood 
block, triangle, tambourine, and zy- 
lophone. In repairing it Mr. Eakins 
glassed in the front so you can see 
it work. 

Smallest of the Museum’s ma- 
chines is a 1920 Pianino, 36 inches 
wide, 5 feet high. It came from a 
town in Jowa and is a little jewel 
with its three art glass panels at 
top. It plays a piano, mandolin, 21 
flute pipes, and 21 violin pipes. You 
wonder how many of Iowa’s success- 
ful farmers of today danced cheek 
to cheek with their best girls to its 
long ago music.

There are relics which show 
the remarkable event when this same 
submarine broke through the ice at 
the North Pole and conducted fu- 
neral services for Sir Hubert Wil- 
kins. 

“All of this material is shown in 
this modern museum building to- 
gether with many other items of real 
interest for those who enjoy explo- 
ration and adventure. 

“Tncluded for the enjoyment of 
the visitors is a Planetarium on the 
upper floor where with the most mod- 
ern equipment one can enjoy the 
wonders of this great universe.” 





SENIOR HARTMANS RETIRE 
BUT SONS CARRY ON 


Mr. and Mrs. Urban Hartman who 
maintained a shop at 22 W. 45th St., 
New York, for many years have re- 
tired in Florida. However, their 
business, established 40 years ago, 
will be carried on by their two sons, 
Roland and ‘Alan. 

Mr. Hartman, senior, wrote a book 
on porcelain and pottery marks. In 
this connection he says: 

“During the late Thirties, business 
was poor in Oriental art objects, so 
I looked for some other manner of 
art to combine with it, and [ selected 
porcelains of the 18th century, and 
the Victorian era, but there were no 
books available that provided marks. 
I then wrote my small book, ‘Porce- 
lain and Pottery Marks,’ which inci- 
dentally has already sold over 75,000 
copies. It is also interesting that the 
only method of sale has been in ad- 
vertising in the HOBBIES exclu- 
sively.” 

But one nice thing about the fine 
arts field is that once having tasted 
it the appetite is never fully satis- 
fied. Urban Hartman is no excep- 
tion. He says: “The peculiar thing 
about retirement is this, I still poke 
around, and on occasion make some 
successful purchases.” 





COLLECTION OF ANCIENT 
NEAR EASTERN ART 


The Metropolitan Museum of Art’s 
collection of Ancient Near Eastern 
art has been newly installed in per- 
manent galleries on the main floor 
in the north wing. Due to gallery 
reconstruction, much of this re- 
nowned collection has not been on 
view for several years; it has never 
before now been possible to display 
the collection in connecting galleries 
or in such a spacious area. 
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Tt is one of the three most impor- rian, Phoenician and Syrian ivory 


tant collections of the art of the An- 
cient Near East in this country, 
along with those of the University 
Museum in Philadelphia and the Ori- 
ental Institute of the University of 
Chicago. The Museum’s superb group 
of Assyrian and Phoenician ivories 
is the most broadly representative 
in the world. 

Although some of the objects have 
been in the Museum since the 1870’s 
and first-rank pieces since the ear- 
lier years of this century—such as 
the six Assyrian reliefs given by J. 
Pierpont Morgan in 1917 and the 
magnificent group of sculptures from 
Nimrud given by John D. Rocke- 
feller, Jr. in the early 1930’s—a 
great part of the collection has been 
assembled in relatively recent years. 
The Metropolitan Museum’s Bulle- 
tin for April is entirely devoted to 
the Ancient Near Eastern coilection. 
Commenting in a foreword on its 
growth, James J. Rorimer, Director, 
writes: “From recent excavations in 
which the Museum has shared some 
of the findings, and from active in- 
ternational art markets, have come 
some of the world’s great art treas- 
ures. Private funds have made it 
possible, guided by the enthusiasm, 
knowledge. and painstaking care of 
Charles K. Wilkinson, Curator of 
Near Eastern Art, to build up in a 
comparatively short time a world- 
famous collection.” 

Some of the ivory and gold ob- 
jects shown in the new installation 
have never been on exhibition. Indi- 
vidual pieces generously lent by pri- 
vate collectors—stone sculpture, gold 
and silver, jewelry, pottery, bronzes 
—enhance the richness of the Muse- 
um’s collection. Many of these have 
never been publicly displayed. 

Two imperious lions in glazed, col- 
ored brick mark the entrance to the 
larger gallery. They once adorned 
the Street of Processions in Babylon 
of the reign of Nebuchadnezzar (6th 
century B.C.). 

‘A hall of Assyrian sculpture, in 
the form of a monumental palace 
doorway and entrance court, makes 
the central part of the installation. 
The massive scuiptured wall slabs 
are dominated by the colossal hu- 
man-headed winged bull and lion 
flanking the arch. The huge stone 
beasts and the alabaster reliefs come 
from the palace of Ashurnasirpal II 
(9th century B.C.) at Nimrud, and 
have been installed as a great por- 


-tal according to a true plan habitu- 


ally used by the Assyrians in their 
palace doorways. With special light- 
ing all the fine, delicate engraving, 
as well as the elaborately dressed 
coiffures and beards and the heavily 
muscled arms and legs of the kings, 
attendants and guardian genii on the 
reliefs, come to life in minute detail. 


Built into supplementary piers 
against the north wall are other Sy- 
rian and Assyrian relief sculptures 
of a later period—mounted soldiers 
fording a stream, foot soldiers storm- 
ing a fortress, prisoners being fer- 
ried across a river. Cases in the 
bays between the piers contain Assy- 


carvings, remarkable works of art in 
a superb state of preservation— 
drinking scenes, intricate designs, 
bold yet sensitively carved animals. 

Facing along the south wall are 
chronologically arranged examples of 
ancient Sumerian art of Iraq rang- 
ing in date from 3000 B.C. to the 
fall of the Assyrian empire in the 
seventh century B.C. Ainong reta- 
tively recent acquisitions are pieces 
of major importance. Cut in stone 
there are an early third millennium 
stella, a four-sided illustrated legal 
document recording a transfer of 
property, and a serene seated statue 
of Gudea, a ruler of Lagash in the late 
third millennium, a Sumerian sculp- 
ture without parallel in this coun- 
try. Cast in copper are an early mas- 
terpiece, the superb realistic figure 
of a burden bearer, and a later more 
stylized statuette supposedly of a Su- 
merian king carrying on his head, 
as a devotional act, a basket of mor- 
tar for temple construction. Sume- 
rian cylinder seals, clay tablets and 
jewelry are also shown. 

At the west end of the gallery 
are cases of ancient earthenware 
pottery of Iran including a series of 
vessels in animal shape, and a case 
of pre-Hittite material, of which 
very little exists in ‘America. 


The great palace doorway at the 
east end leads into another gallery 
largely devoted to ancient art of 
Iran down to the rise of Islam in the 
seventh century A.D. A resplendent 
mass of gold and silver objects, of 
pre-Achaemenian, Achaemenian, Par- 
thian, and Sasanian workmanship, 
includes dress ornaments, weapons, 
bowls and drinking vessels, some of 
them royal. On the walls are exam- 
ples of Achaemenian, Parthian, Pal- 
myrene, and Sasanian sculpture in 
stucco and carved stone.

1928 Seeburg from a bar-room in 
Passaic, N. J. It plays a piano and 
mandolin while, in the upper glassed 
section, Greyhounds run their end- 
less race around a center track. 


The Hupfeld-Ronisch, a $4,000 ma- 
chine made in Germany in 1907, 
shows three full size violins through 
the upper glass. It also plays a 
piano. Once it amused the jam- 
packed noisy crowd of Coney Island. 
Now it sends its music out over the 
peaceful Missouri countryside. 


A self-playing banjo made in 1893, 
hansomely encased, once was used 
in railroad stations and Fred Har- 
vey restaurants. Nearby a Wurlitzer 
Band Organ designed for skating 
rinks, has bass and snare drums on 
the sides, cymbals on top, and with- 
in, 27 open pipes, 22 stopped pipes, 
and at bottom 28 stopped pipes. The 
upper section shows three brass trom- 
bones, 15 brass trumpets, 18 brass 
clarinets, and 16 brass piccolos. 


These are but a few from the 
many nickelodeons. All music rolls 
are kept in a cement, fireproof room. 


Other Museum items include au- 
tomatic fortune tellers, peep shows, 
an 1891 coin operated shooting gal- 
lery—one shot for one penny, a 
strength-testing machine, a gun col- 
lection, and occupational shaving 
mugs in a cabinet beside a Victo- 
rian barber chair. 


The Gay 90’s Village sports a 
1915 model-T roadster, a Wells Far- 
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go stage coach, and a Cretor’s steam 
popcorn wagon. A 1914 Packard fire- 
truck takes the Tangley calliope 
from the Museum to Sikeston for 
special events. 


Mrs. Eakins runs the Indian Trad- 
ing Post with its Indian arts and 
crafts. Other businesses in the 
Eakins’ Gay 90’s Village include a 
Village Arcade, Wells Fargo office, 
and a post office. The three children, 
Michael, Patricia and Randolph take 
an active part, even in Mr. Eakins 
several businesses in the town of 
Sikeston.

‘As a means of facilitating the 
handling of Air Mail letters, 7-cent 
airmail stamps will hereafter be 
printed in a distinct shade of red. 


This change will become effective 
as soon as existing stocks of the 7- 
cent blue airmail stamp are exhaust- 
ed, about September 1, 1960. 


The 7-cent airmail stamp in sheet 
form (100 subjects), will be placed 
on sale at Arlington, Va., on August 
12, 1960, in conjunction with the an- 
nual convention of the American 
Air Mail Society. This group will 
meet at the Marriott Motel in Ar- 
lington, August 12 to 14, 1960. 

Collectors desiring first day covers of 
the 7-cent air mail stamp (sheet form) 
should send addressed envelopes to the 
Postmaster, Arlington 1, Va., in the reg- 
ular manner. The envelope to the Post- 
master should be endorsed “First Day 
Covers 7c Air Mail Stamp.” 


The 7-cent embossed air mail en- 
velope in fire red will be first placed 
on sale ‘August 18, 1960, at Port- 
land, Ore., in conjunction with the 
74th annual convention and exhibi- 
tion of the American Philatelic So- 
ciety. This affair, sponsored by the

The 7-cent fire red Air Mail in 
booklet form will have its first day 
sale at St. Louis, Mo., on August 
19, 1960, in conjunction with the 
66th annual convention and exhibi- 
tion of the Society of Philatelic 
Americans, which is to be held at 
the Sheraton-Jefferson Hotel in St. 
Louis, Mo., August 18 to 21, 1960, 
with Mound City Stamp Club as 
host. 

Collectors desiring first day cancella- 
tions of the 7-cent air mail booklet panes 
may send addressed envelopes to the 
Postmaster, Saint Louis 55, Mo. Covers 
will be serviced only with full panes of 
6 stamps, thus requiring a remittance of 
42c for each cover submitted. 

The booklet panes will measure ap- 
proximately 3% inches by 1% inch- 
es in dimension, with the panes ar- 
ranged horizontally (8 stamps wide, 
2 deep).

Millions upon millions of books 
have been retained and collected by 
a@ very great number of people. It is 
difficult to discard an old book. It 
is a bit like discarding an old friend 
or an old acquaintance. There is 
something in most of us that does 
not want to part with bits of educa- 
tion, knowledge or information. They 
are the links with our own past, and 
with what is past in the world. 


So many editions of so many books 
have been run over the presses that 
it is quite difficult indeed to select 
volumes so rare that they have any 
great value for resale. Autographs 
by some previous owners may at 
times be worth much more than the 
volume otherwise. But books have in- 
herent value to those who have read 
them in the past, and to their descen- 
dants. 

Basic interest in the past is no- 
where more vividly demonstrated 
than by the amazing vitality of some 
of the old, old classics, perhaps trans- 
lated from ancient languages. The 
present world does not seem to be 
enough for us unless we know its 
past and its‘ background. 

It is not surprising that glitter- 
ing, shiny new editions of paper 
backs on the cheap shelves should 
bring back to us in 1960 the old and 
ancient thoughts of men who knew 
the world centuries before we ar- 
rived on it. 


If it were not for books there 
would be no past or sense of the 
past. We would be suspended in the 
present with no sense of direction 
or past or future, 


The bold coal burning, smoke snort- 
ing “Iron Horse” of Americana has 
come and gone, and left on its trail 
only a streamlined shiny snake with 
engine that looks much like its par- 
lor car. Museums have stored the lit- 
tle old early engines of the rails, but 
they are hard put to find space for 
the mammoth old coal burners that 
made the great history of the “rail- 
road era” of America. 





We have again been reading Mr. 
Lightner’s splendid book on the His- 
tory of Business Depressions. In it 
we find much reassurance on what 
may result as we move out of the 
great boom of the 50’s. Coming down 
gracefully from a great boom is by 
no means a terrible “Depression” 
with horns and a long tail burning 
the poor public in fire and brimstone. 

We read between the lines in 
Lightner’s book that most great 
American depressions have been pret- 
ty well fed and well housed affairs. 
Much mental anguish has at times 
been felt over dollars and other fi- 
nancial affairs. Coming out of a boom 
has always been serious for the get- 
rich-quick people. 

Like the much touted “Dark Ages” 
that our collectors of antiques have 
found to be a great basic building 
period in Europe, our American “de- 
pressions” have been quiet, steady 
building periods, with basic plans re- 
vised to fit a more sound and depend- 
able future. 

Some of us were associated with 
Mr. Lightner as he slowly and sure- 
ly built HOBBIES into a dominant 
institution during the long depres- 
sion of the 80’s. We recall that he 
said other industries were building 
just as surely for a safe future, He 
vas disgusted at times by silly pub- 
lic attempts to inflate a sudden boom 
into that adjustment period.

Your 


Coins 


By CHARLES FRENCH 


If you have coins to sell and are 
not a coin collector, one of the most 
important things to remember is “Do 
Not Clean Your Coins.” Cleaning 
coins is perfectly oK provided you 
know what you are doing. 

Many a fine, rare coin has been } 
ruined by improper cleaning. Leave 
the cleaning to experts. Don’t ex- 
periment. No matter how black cr 
dirty your coins look, DON’T CLEAN 
THEM. 

There are many ways to ruin 
coins. Never rub them on a rug. 
Never clean them with an eraser. 
Never dip them in acid, or acetone. 
Never polish them with abrasive 


cleaning powders, silver polish, or S 


metal polish. Never rub them with 
steel wool. 

Don’t apply sticky tapes to the 
surface of your valuable coins. You / 
ean easily ruin a coin so it never 
can be brought back to its original 
state. 


If you are a non collector and 
have coins to sell that you believe 
are of some value, you will most 
likely sell them to some coin dealer. 
Be careful who you sell them to. 

Old line, legitimate coin dealers 
of good reputation are reliable. They 
wouldn’t be in the business a om 
time if they weren’t. But watch out 
for fly-by-nights. Never send coins © 
unsolicited to anyone. : 

Write to your choice of dealeis 
first. If possible send pencil rub- 


bings of your coins. If you can’t send @ 
pencil rubbings, send a detailed de- © 


scription of each coin, giving date, 


denomination, country, "and most im- | 


portant, “condition. ” Few non col- 
lectors realize how important con- 
dition is in determining values. 
Request permission of the dealer 
of your choice to send the coins for 
his inspection. If you are convinced 
he is reliable you should not have 
any qualms about sending him your 
coins. 2 
If you doubt his reliability you | 
wouldn’t want to do business with 
him anyway. Honest dealers are in 
business to make their legitimate 
profit. This varies from 380 to 50% | 
of the retail selling prices. a 
The cost and effort of selling de 
termines how much commission he 
deducts from what you get. If you 
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don’t send your coins to a dealer, 
but demand that he call, if he is in 
your vicinity, this takes his time 
and adds considerably to his expense, 
therefore you can expect less for 
your coins. 

A dealer has to see your coins be- 
fore purchasing them. Oft-times mi- 
tute varieties which are impossible 
o describe understandably may mean 

great deal as to the value or 
arity of a certain piece. 

Also a dealer has to examine the 
oins for condition. He grades to the 
exactness that no non collector pos- 
sibly can. If the dealer wants your 
coins, and cannot analyze them in 
this manner, he is bound to protect 
himself by assuming they are the 
more common coins, and of lesser 
value. 

After you have received permis- 
ion from the dealer of your choice 
to send your coins, pack them well. 
The packages must not become bro- 
ken in transit. 

If you feel the coins are worth 
less than $200 send them via insured 
parcel post. If over $200 either send 
them via registered mail, or express. 
In this manner you are _ insured 
against loss in shipment. 

If the United States post office is 
the insurer, they receive a receipt 
from the dealer. This is proof of 
his having received your coins, pro- 
vided they are valued at over $10. 
You should then hear from the deal- 
er in a few days. 

A word about condition. We will 
take the Liberty Walking half dol- 
lar of 1919 from the San Francis- 
co mint. This catalogs as follows: 
good $1.65; fine $380.00; extremely 
fine $110.00; wnceirculated $475. 

With such a coin it is natural to 
be impressed with the highest value 
and without further thought assume 
any 1919S half is now worth $475. 
This is not the case. “Uncirculated” 
means absolutely a perfect gem, with- 
out the slightest flaw of any kind. 
Exactly as it was the day it was 
coined, 

If it has just the very slightest 
evidence of wear, a few nicks, or 
scratches, or any kind of abuse, it 
is immediately graded down to the 
extremely fine value, which is $365 
less than the uncirculated one. This 
also applies to all other inferior 
grades. 

A word about catalog values. 
There are many coins, particularly 
gold dollars, two and a halves, threes, 
choice cents, and colonials. In very 
excellent condition, they now bring 
more than the catalog value. 

However, a great many coins do 
not bring full catalog. The 1919S 
half is one of these. In good condi- 
tion it may be purchased from deal- 
ers for 90¢; in fine condition about 
$7.50; extremely fine, around $35; 
‘in gem, uncirculated, around 
300 

On the other hand the gold dollar 
of 1875, which catalogs at $175 fine; 
$385 uncirculated ; and $490 in proof; 
would bring, today, $300 in fine con- 
dition; $600 in uncirculated condi- 
a ‘and over $800 in proof con- 
ition,

Where 
can one obtain information as to 
which mint issues will be small? How 
can one obtain proof sets and uncir- 
culated rolls, and when?

Answer: 


The mint drop coin is one of many 
varieties of Jackson Cents. This var- 
iety usually retails for around $1.50. 
The other piece is a Merchants token 
of English origin and there are many 
thousands of varieties of these. They 
usually retail for around 25¢ each. 

Proof sets can be purchased dur- 
ing the year of issue by writing the 
Superintendant of the mint Phila- 
delphia, Penna., and one can order 
1, 5, 10, 25, 50, 100 sets in these 
units at $2.10 each postpaid. At pres- 
ent they take about two months to 
deliver. Do not send cash or persona] 
check. In the past they have been 
very profitable to put away but it 
would be difficult to say whether the 
future will bring the same for this 
would depend on the quantity coined, 
demand, etc., ete. 

As to rolls, there is terrific specu- 
lation in these at present and values 
have been skyrocketing beyond belief. 
How long this will continue is diffi- 
cult to say. The best issues are those 
that are of small quantities in com- 
parison to large issues and this in- 
formation can be gotten at the end 
of each year but this is usually too 
late to secure the coins at a low 
price. Best way would be to buy 
rolls of all denominations from both 
mints every year, if any turn out 
te be common they can always be re- 
turned to the bank.

The latter is com- 
mon but the former is quite rare 
and would demand a premium in 
any condition fine and on up. The

crisp new condition around double 
face value.

The third coin is the same, so 
badly worn as not to be identifiable. 
It is however Roman. 

The last two, due to their condi- 
tion, would be practically valueless.

Important 
American 
Bibles 


By PAUL W. SCHMIDTCHEN 


As an English-speaking commu- 
nity (for we are now writing of the 
English- American Colonies only), 
the Puritan or Geneva Bible, vari- 
ously published in England (1560- 
1617), can well be considered the 
first American Bible in operation, if 
not in actual printing. 

It was the one usually carried 
abroad in type or manuscript, and 
so served all the‘essential needs. Un- 
doubtedly, the King James’ version, 
and its predecessor, The Bishops’, 
also were used by those who cher- 
ished the familiar tomes. 

Parliament, of course, insisted 
upon maintaining a veritable monop- 
oly through law by prohibiting any 
colonial publication of the Scriptures. 
In any case, there was no dearth in 
Testaments because, even after the 
English ceased to issue the Geneva 
Bible, the Dutch continued to print 
them up until 1644,

This ready access may very well 
explain why it was not until almost 
200 years later (1777-82) that the 
first complete Bible in English 4- 
nally saw publication on the shore of 
the American continent. 

Furthermore, the Aitken Bible was 
anticipated by both Indian language 
and German language editions—if 
we forego the 1640 Bay Psalm Book 
in our recapitulation! The only se- 
rious colonial attempt before the 
Philadelphia break-through was Cot- 
ton Mather’s fervent desire in the 
early 1700’s, which apparently died 
aborning. 

In order of time, therefore, let us 
start with the $151,000 jewel from 
our earliest press at Cambridge. 
Only 11 recorded copies are known. 
Small in size, meager in pages—it 
can’t hope to even compete with the 
other earliest fruits of Biblical schol- 
arship elsewhere. 

But it is distinctly American! 
And, as the Gutenberg Bible became 
the first book to leave the first press, 
it is most proper that our first sur- 
viving example should also deal with 
the same revered topic. 


Although Psalm books in number 
had been released annually in Eng- 
land, Stephen Day (or more prob- 
ably his son, Matthew) saw to it 
that his local product suffered no 
loss in face with any comparison. It 
may very well be that large oak 
trees from little acorns grow. If so, 
we assuredly had our start in 1640. 

Next in line was John kuiot’s 
splendid effort in the Indian Bible 
of 1661-63. Here for a fact is com- 
plete, verifiable proof of American 
erudition and book production. 

The Apostle to the Indians typifies 
in this venture the cultural marriage 
of a foreigner to a paramount Amer- 


ican enterprise. (He was born 1604 
in Hertfordshire, England. He came 
to New England in 1631). 

The first native North American 
printer was an apprentice during the 
printing at this first English Colo- 
nial press. Aptly enough, this “Pray- 
ing Indian” was called James Print- 
er. 

Eliot actually trumped all ordi- 
nary Bible translations from one 
written language to another by put- 
ting his Scripture version into a 
written language that had no previ- 
ous counterpart. 

Number three in our outstanding 
corner-stones was the 1743 Sauer 
Bible—the first Bible in a European 
and modern language. As to be ex- 
pected, it was taken from Martin 
Luther’s interpretation and was pub- 
lished at Germantown, Pa., in stout 
folio size. 

Twenty years later from the same 
press, we get the first Bible printed 
on paper made in America; and 
again, in that revered year of 1776, 
the first Bible printed from type cast 
in America. Truly, the name Sauer 
ranks high in any discussion of our 
Biblical achievement. 

The fourth corner-stone is mount- 
ed by Aitken’s New Testament in 
1777, and the complete Bible in 1782. 
This Bible of the Revolution was au- 
thorized by Congress at an inimit- 
able time, and its scarcity today ean 
be measured by the decidedly high 
prices fetched at auction when one 
turns up for sale. 

The book is a fitting climax to 
the long struggle for a home-grown 
product. Cotton Mather’s earlier en- 
deavor is probably best revealed in 
his work “Biblia Americana” left in 
manuscript at his death. 

However, it should be mentioned 
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that the Congregational clergyman, 
a devoted Biblical scholar, gave us 
the first American translation of the 
Psalms in 1718. It was taken direct- 
ly from the original Greek. 

One other possibility, at least, 
should be listed. That deals with the 
so-called Baskett Bible, presumably 
issued surreptitiously by Kneeland 
and Green in Boston for Daniel 
Henchman in an edition of less than 
1000 copies. 

The stated publication years are 
1752 and 1761 and it possesses a 
forged London imprint to circumvent 
the need for royal permission. If 
so, such undertaking would natural- 
ly antedate the Aitken offering by 
several years. 

However, this remains, in essence, 
more of a bibliophilic curiosity, at 
the present, than one focusing any 
established precedent. Comparison 
with the real Baskett typography 
supposedly reveals its matchless 
American origin. 

Other important American Bibles 
would be the 1790 Catholic Bible, 
Thomas’ first illustrated folio Bible 
of 1791, Collins’ first New Jersey 
Bible of 1791, and Brown’s first New 
York Bible of 1792 with Washing- 
ton’s name heading the list of sub- 
seribers. 

Securing the first Bible printed in 
each State undoubtedly now makes 
for a provocative pursuit. Such per- 
spicacity is made possible by the well 
over 20 editions extant prior even to 
1800. 

And, circa 1815, mention should 
surely be made of the Jefferson Bi- 
ble. This actually consisted of ex- 
tracts taken from the Gospels by Jef- 
ferson to pin-point the life and 
morals of Christ.

Contains relics, etc. Open 
weekdays 10-12:30, 2-5. Closed 
Bank Holidays. 

“Dr. Johnson’s House 17 Gough 
Square, E. C. 4. House where he 
lived 1748-1759. Weekdays 10:30-5. 
Closed Bank Hols. 

“Keats’ House, Hampstead, N. W. 3. 
Keats’ Regency House containing 
relics and manuscripts of the poet. 
Open weekdays 10-6. Admission 
free.” 

I chose to visit the Carlyle House 
as it was the most accessible to me. 

The House is in the Chelsea dis- 
trict, near the Battersea and Albert 
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Bridges, roughly between Kings 
Road and Cheyne Walk. At the time 
Carlyle lived there the House was 
No. 5; it is now No. 24. It is around 
the corner from Leigh Hunt’s home 
on Upper Cheyne Row. Admission 
is two shillings and an attractive 
pictorial booklet is yours for another 
two shillings. 

Built in 1708, the house had mel- 
lowed by 1834 when the Carlyles 
moved in. This was their home un- 
til Jane’s death in 1866 and Car- 
lyle’s death in 1881. The three and 
a half story building contains many 
of the furnishings used by the Car- 
lyles—his books are here; the read- 
ing-chair given to Carlyle on his 80th 
birthday by John Forster is beside 
the fireplace; Jane’s screen and other 
personal and household articles are 
nearby. His hat is on a hook, next 
to garden door; it awaits its own- 
er’s next walk to the grape-vine. 

The house is rich in its association 
with Carlyle’s friends. Here he was 
visited by John Stuart Mill, Allan 
Cunningham, Charles Buller, Count 
D’Orsay, Leigh Hunt, and Browning. 
A Diary entry for December 28, 1842 
reads: “Last night we had a Poet 
here, a very clever man called Al- 
fred Tennyson.” The entry for Oc- 
tober 12, 1844 reads: “Alfred Tenny- 
son came the other day at 2 and 
staid till 11 at night.” In October, 
1847, Emerson was staying at Cheyne 
Road. On December 29, 1850, Charles 
Kingsley and Erasmus Darwin were 
Carlyle’s guests. Visits and events in 
Carlyle’s life during his tenancy at 
Cheyne Road are listed on several 
pages of the souvenir booklet. 


Memorabilia and associations are 
an important part in recreating the 
life of a person, but of especial in- 
terest to me was Carlyle’s sound- 
proof room, “The Attic Study.” Here | 
is his desk which he describes in a | 
codicil to his will, dated November 
8, 1878: “I have written all my books 
upon it, except-only ‘Schiller’ and 
for fifty years and upwards now 
past I have considered it among the 
most precious of my possessions.” 
And surrounding the desk are cases 
containing important letters which 
he wrote and received. Here are

Alexander Carlyle lent to the

from Weimar on July 20, 1827; there 
i Carlyle’s ink-well with screw ad- 
justment for keeping the ink at a 
uniform depth; one of Carlyle’s 
quills; and an item which Carlyle 
e ther in a moment of desperation or 
inspiration used as a paper clip: 
a spring clothes pin. The Carlyle 
f.mily has given or lent these and 
miny other important letters and 
a:sociation items to the House. 


On Carlyle’s 80th birthday, a 
gd medal and a testimonial signed 
by many of his friends were pre- 
seited to him; among the more than 
or: hundred signatures, written on 
ur iform pieces of paper and pasted 
or an engrossed page, are those of 
Tennyson, Browning, Geerge Eliot, 
Avthony Trollope, Charles Darwin, 
Hensleigh Wedgwood, Harriet Mar- 
tineau, Henry Morley, John Morley, 
and Anne Isabelle Thackeray. 


An interesting association item is 
the 82 volume set of Goethe’s works 
presented to Carlyle by Goethe. Each 
volume has Carlyle’s bookplate with 
the slogan: “Humilitate’ engraved 
thereon. One of the volumes is in- 
scribed: “Dem werthem Ehparre 
Carlysle,” or, literally, “To the dear 
couple’ and he concludes with his 
“nicest thanks.” (Goethe, Weimar, 
May, 1827.” 


Like all Americans I looked around 
for something of Emerson. | saw an 
Emerson letter, a picture, and then 
I saw the book which linked two 
great American writers with the 
great English writer, presented to 
the Carlyle House by the American 
bookseller, Charles Goodspeed. I was 
as delighted to see this as I was to 
see Longfellow among the Poets at 
Westminster Abbey. The book was 
Carlyle’s Past and Present, the first 
American edition. It was given by

Or you can just 
stroll at random and discover some 
famous residences or sites of former 
residences by yourself.

SIR SAMUEL MORELAND 
By D. TUDOR HARRELL 


He is gifted with genius, 
who knoweth much by natural talent.

Sir Samuel Moreland, son of a 
country clergyman, was born in Berk- 
shire, England, about the year 1625. 
He was the author of the History 
of the Evangelical Churches of the 
Valley of Piedmont. He was also an 
inventor, and if not the originator 
of the speaking trumpet, the fire-en- 
gine, a capstan for heaving anchors, 
and the steam engine, he contrib- 
uted great improvements in these. 


He constructed a coach for him- 
self which had a movable kitchen, 
fitted with clockwork machinery, so 
he could cook as he traveled. 

The side table in his dining room 
was furnished with a large foun- 
tain, and at his home in Hammer- 
smith, he had a well sunk and a 
pump installed for public use. This 
was a rare convenience in these days. 
A tablet fixed in the wall dated July 
8, 1865, read: 


“Sir Samuel Moreland’s_ well, 
the use of which he freely gives 
to all persons, hoping that none, 
who shall come after him will 
adventure to incur God’s dis- 
pleasure by denying a cup of 
cold water (provided at anoth- 
er’s expense, and not their own), 
to either neighbor, stranger, pas- 
senger, or poor thirsty beggar.” 


He was made a baronet by Charles 
II in 1660, and died in 1696.

Bow and Arrow Making 
in Early America 


By 1492 all the peoples of North 
America with negligible exceptions 
had learned to use the bow and ar- 
row; even the Eskimos, who conti- 
nued, or possibly renewed, the use 
of the atlatl and spear that preced- 
ed the bow and arrow. So they all 
had tools to manufacture those weap- 
ons. 

First thought of in modern times 
are the points of the arrows that 
still dot the places where the pre- 
Columbians once went about their 
daily affairs, fought one another, 
and were buried. Those who have 
hunted them have in many cases 
come upon the chips left behind by 
their manufacture. In some places 
where the wind has blown away 
lighter soil and particles such chips 
may actually carpet the ground. How 
were they related to the making of 
arrows? 

Some pretty silly answers have 
been bandied around; such as “It’s 
a lost art” and “They did it by 
dropping water on heated stone.” 
The cure for belief of such answers 
is simple; “Do it yourself.” With 
no more than a nail and a little 
practice anyone can make arrow 
heads. Some have learned to make 
them so well that, as any experi- 
enced dealer can tell folks, faking 
and its products have become a 
problem. 

But of course the Indians and Es- 
kimos had no occasion for faking. 
What they made were for keeps and 
business. The basic tool was sim- 
ple; a good chipping tool, a tool with 
a hard, tough point, but soft enough 
to get a grip on the edge of a flake 
and throw a good chip being prefer- 
able. An antler tip was ideal. A pad 
helped prevent cutting the hand. 
Perhaps a good tough hammer stone 
would be handy to knock off the 
initial flakes. Stone tools fashioned 
by skilful use of a hammer alone 
are said to be made with primary 
flaking. Completing the formation of 
a flaked artifact by further chip- 
ping produced an artifact with sec- 
ondary chipping. 

But an arrow head was by way of 
being the least of the operations of 
making an arrow. In fact a mere 
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pointed chip of suitable size and 
shape could make a quite effective 
point. Making the shaft, notch, feath- 
ering, and the lashing and glueing 
of the point were something else. 
Several tools other than chippers 
were involved; some general and 
some special. 

One of the special tools was a 
gritty stone provided with a groove 
the size of half an arrow shaft. The 
typical form for these was a stone 
bar of some length flat on one side 
and oval on the other, the groove 
being on the flat side. Whether 
these were to be used as mates is 
problematical. But certainly quite a 
few have been found in pairs. Such 
stones are reported from all parts 
of the continent except the Eskimo 
country. 

Often confused with such stones 
are grooved heat straighteners. Ex- 
amination shows that these differ not 
only in shapes, but especially in be- 
ing made of smooth stone, common- 
ly steatite, which withstands heat 
well. They do not have as wide a 
dispersal as the grooved polishers, 
nearly all being found in an arc 
from Texas through the Southwest 
and Pacific Coast to the Pacific 
Northwest. Their assumed use in the 
combination of heat and warping 
force. Experiment has shown them 
to be effective in reducing the joints 
for cane arrow shafts. 


Another special tool widely used 
was an arrow wrench; basically a 
tool with a hole through which an 
arrow or dart shaft could be passed 
and gripped for local application of 
bending force. Such a tool would 
also do as a gauge to obtain uni- 
form diameter in a shaft, if such 
were desired. Most of such tools 
were bone, a rib bone being typical 
material among the Plains Indians, 
but wrenches made of a sheep horn, 
of wood, of ivory, and of stone 
have been found. While the hole or 
holes were usually about the size of 
shafts and round some were oval 
and among the Eskimos diamond 
shaped holes were popular. 


Observing eyes have occasionall 
spotted semi-circular notches in 


chipped knife blades which were ob- 


viously created purposely because 
made with secondary chipping. They 
have been called shaft scrapers, but 
experiment shows a greater use in 
that if the notch is placed over a 
shaft the tool cuts more expeditious- 
ly than with a straight or curve 
edged knife. 

Other bow and arrow tools are pic- 
tured with the hunting gear; being 
the Eskimos’ sets consisting of Mar- 
lin spike and sinew twisters for 
cinching up the cordage on Eskimo 
bows, and a feather setter to push 
the end of a feather vane into a 
slit, a method of fastening peculiar 
to the Eskimos.

Alaska also had its “great flood.” 

The world inundation account in 
Genesis appears in a different form 
in the mythology of the Xutsnuwu- 
wedi of southwestern Alaska, accord- 
ing to a comprehensive report on 
the ethnology and archaeology of 


these island-dwelling Indians of the — 


Tlingit tribal group, by Dr. Freder- 
ica de Laguna, recently published by 
the Smithsonian Institution’s Bureau 
of American Ethnology. The report 
is based on the author’s research 
work of two summers. 

The flood legend occurs in mythol- 
ogy over most of the world—which 
is considered probable evidence of a 
great inundation of much of the 
world during the time of man, most 
probably at the end of the last ice 
age. 

The Xutsnuwuwedi legend, as gath- | 
ered by Dr. de Laguna, recounts that 
“there was a Flood when all the peo- 
ple had to go to the tops of the 
mountains. They built walls of rocks 
around the tops, like nests. Some 
people had dogs. The bears came up 
after them. Those that didn’t have 
dogs to chase the bears were all 
killed, but those that had dogs were 
saved.” 

After the flood, according to the 
somewhat confused Tlingit mythcl- 
ogy, came a second creation. The 
story of this is recounted in the re 
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vort: “The first man in the world, 
Quisxx6x, - . + was so jealous of 
his beautiful wife that he killed all 
his sister’s baby boys ... (Nephews 
were considered potential lovers of 
an uncle’s wife). Finally a Crane 
cave the grieving mother a hot stone 
to swallow which resulted in the birth 
cf an invulnerable son, who grew 
with miraculous rapidity to manhood. 
‘fter the uncle had tried in vain 
kill him in various ways, he... 
a rage called up the Tide to 
‘own them. The youth clothed his 
other and his uncle’s wife in the 
ins of ducks, so that they escaped 
y swimming. He donned the skin of 
snipe, flew to the sky, and sus- 
ended himself above the flood by 
ticking his bill into the underside 
f the sky. Finally as the Flood sub- 
sided he fell down into some floating 
celp. There was nothing but water 
hen, no land anywhere. But he met 
wo sea otters and induced them to 
ve for sand at the bottom of the 
sea, and from this created the land. 
On it he created the trees. The world 
then was dark without sun, moon, or 
stars. He became born as a child to 
the daughter of the chief who kept 
these luminaries in his house. By 
crying, he obtained each of them in 
turn, and threw the stars and moon 
into ‘the sky. 
“He was our God, and He created 
the world. We call him Yel.”

FAMOUS INDIANS 
By DOROTHY TUDOR HARRELL 


Red Jacket, or Sa-go-you-wat-ha 
(Keeper Awake), Seneca War Chief 
was the last of the Senecas. This 
tribe was the most important of 
the celebrated confederacy known as 
the Iroquois, or Five Nations. Their 
hunting grounds were lands now in 
Western New York to the shores of 
Lake Erie and Lake Ontario. 

Red Jacket was born about 1756 
at Old Castle, now part of Seneca, 
N. Y. During the Revolution when 
his tribe fought under the British 
standard, a British officer made 
him a present of a scarlet jacket. 
He took great pride in wearing this, 
and when it wore out, he was pre- 
sented with another. 

Red Jacket was a model Indian in 
every respect. Charles Bird King 
painted his portrait in 1828, which 
shows him in a blue coat. Many 
artists had attempted to paint his 
portrait, but were not successful, as 
Red Jacket said when he died he 
wanted all that pertained to him to 
vanish. 

However, in 1820, he agreed to 
sit for Mr. Mathies of Rochester, 
N. Y. After this, he was persuaded 
to pose for George Catlin, who made 
two paintings of him. The portrait 
done by Robert W. Weir in 1828, has 
become the standard likeness of the 
Chief of the Senecas. 

His greatest treasure was a medal 
presented to him in 1792, by General 
George Washington, and he was 
never known to be without it.

Cartridge-Making 
Machinery 


By HARRY WANDRUS 


Many good ideas of the past have 
proven impossible of realization at 
the time because of technological in- 
adequacies. Such was the case of 
many ideas adapted for the rifle, 
many of which failed not because 
of themselves, but because it was not 
possible to build machinery and the 
weapons accurately enough to taxe 
care of the problems inherent in 
them. The idea of the breech-loader, 
for example, is an old one, but it 
was not until the advent of the car- 
tridge case of strong, but somewhat 
soft metal, that we were able to 
utilize this system. The following ex- 
cerpts somewhat describe cartridges 
and their use: 

“Cartridge-making Machinery. The 
successful invention of the self- 
primed metallic-case cartridge has 
greatly simplified the construction 
of breech-loading small arms. Prior 
to its introduction and use, the pre- 
vention of the escape of flame 
through the joint of the breech was 
of difficult if not impossible accom- 
plishment; and the complicated ar- 
rangements of the breech mechanism 
had to be resorted to, with at best 
unsatisfactory results. The metallic 
cartridge overcomes this difficulty, 
being itself a perfect gas-check, re- 
newed at every round. Preventing 
foulness and also wear of the mech- 
anism. So important an element is 
it, that it may be said that, with 
a perfect cartridge, the most indif- 
ferent breech arrangement can be 
used with safety and_ efficiency. 
Among the benefits claimed for the 
metallic cartridge may be mentioned 
its completeness and simplicity, and 
the facts of its being self-primed 
and of sufficient strength to with- 
stand the roughest usage; its accu- 
racy, because of the coincidence of 
the axes of the bore and bullet; 
and added to these, the impossibility 
of firing but one cartridge at a 
time. 

“Cartridges are made of various 
sizes and with differing forms of 
projectile, as the short round, long 
conical, and taper conical swaged 
balls. The explosion of the cartridge 
is caused either by a “centre” or 
“rim” fire, according as the percus- 
sion composition is concentrated at 
the centre or rim of the rear por- 
tion. The system adopted by the 
U.S. Ordnance Department and lead- 


ing manufacturers is known as the 
centre-fire. By concentrating the per- 
cussion composition in the centre of 
the head, the quantity used is re- 
duced to a minimum—to less than 
one fourth of what is required to 
prime the entire circumference in 
the rim-fire; and this smaller quan- 
tity is so much better protected as 
not to be at all liable to accidental 
explosions. The central portion of 
the head has more elasticity than the 
rim, and is better adapted to re- 
sist the strain upon it from the 
sudden action of the fulminate, be- 
sides having the additional advan- 
tages of permitting the re-inforcing 
of the rim, thus strengthening the 
weakest portion of the cartridge 
case. 

“The regulation U.S. cartridge 
consists of the following parts: The 
case, and Cup-anvil, half grain of 
percussion composition, 70 grains of 
musket powder, and a _ lubricated 
leaden bullet weighing 450 grains. 

“The case is the copper tube which 
forms the receptacle for the powder 
charge, the percussion composition, 
and the bullet. Its exterior confor- 
mation is designed to facilitate its 
ready extraction from the gun. Be- 
sides the rim at the close end, which 
is intended primarily to assist ex- 
traction, the case is tapered from 
the rear to a point where it seizes 
the bullet. 

“The cup-anvil is a small metallic 
cup of sufficient rigidity to resist the 
blow of the hammer, and of such 
form as to insure the passage of the 
flame to the powder-charge. It is pro- 
vided with a circular recess or cav- 
ity, on which the percussion compo- 
sition is deposited. Two little vents 
at the extremities of a diameter of 
this recess direct the flame to the 
charge. The cup when charged with 
the composition is placed with the 
copper case, pressed snuggly against 
its closed end, and crimped firmly 
into position. Cups and shell are of 
copper. The bullet enters more than 
half its length into the case, in order 
that the lubricant in its grooves may 
be entirely covered and protected. 
To render the cartridge water-proof, 
the edge of the case is crimped hard 
against the bullet. In making the case 
for the United States Army, sheet 
copper of No. 2 wire gauge, ob- 
tained in strips 35 inches long, 3.3 
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inches wide, and from .025 to .027 
inch thick, is employed, each strip 
giving material for 40 cases.”*

If you’re ever in the neighborhood 
of Baltimore, Md., drive a little fur- 
ther north on Highway 40, about 
80-35 miles, and visit the Ordnance 
Museum at the Aberdeen Proving 
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Ground, Aberdeen, Md. Born in the 
period after World War ‘I it owed 
its origin in the tons of Allied and 
captured enemy material which were 
sent to Aberdeen for study, analysis, 
and to form a nucleus for ordnance 
museum. During World War II com- 
bat teams sent back additional quan- 
tities of ordnance so that today one 
can see much of what was used in 
WWI, WWII and later. One of the 
pet projects of one of the most en- 
thusiastic collectors we’ve met, Col. 
G. B. Jarrett, director of the mu- 
seum, is an accumulation of Civil 
War ordnance which he hopes to 
get together in time for the Civil 
War Centennial next year.

The Museum of Capodimonte, Na- 
ples, Italy, has been in the process 
of reconstruction since the end of 
World War II, and much has been 
altered and changed as a result of 
the extensive damage it suffered dur- 
ing that conflict.

As in the case of other Holiday 
Grecting cards the better grade of 
car’: were manufactured in Germa- 
ny or England. Many of these cards 
have the inscription on them “Made 
in Germany,” but nothing else. So 
we can’t determine who the manu- 
facturer was. ; 

The names, E. Nash, International 
Art, Philadelphia Post Card Compa- 
ny, and Raphael Tuck are more 
ofter seen on Independence Day 
cards than any other names. At least, 
that is true of my own collection. 

I believe my favorites are still 
“Tucks.” However, that is my_per- 
gona! opinion so don’t let it influ- 
ence you in any way. I think most 
collectors will agree with me that 
the coloring and art work on Tuck 
cards are, as a rule, of a very fine 
quality. 

The signature of Ellen H. Clap- 
saddie, familiar to collectors of Holi- 
day Post Cards, also appears on nu- 
merous Fourth of July cards. Most 
of her ecards picture children in the 
design, and are very attractive. _ 

As I mentioned in my article,

Armorial Bearings first came into 
use because they were needed. They 
were not granted by king or coun- 
try because of some brave or heroic 
deed, but assumed by the bearer as 
a means of rapid identification. 

Without some such characteristic 
mark during the days of armored 
knights, it ‘would have been impos- 
sible to distinguish friend from foe. 
Consequently, the simplicity of an 
Armorial bearing denotes its an- 
tiquity. 

This Coat-of-Arms is described in 
Burke’s General Armory (1884) and 
is ascribed to the Rainborowe fam- 
ily in Wapping, co. Lincoln. Through- 
out the records we find the name 
spelled variously as Rain(e)borow- 
(e), Rain(e)borow(e), Raynsborow, 
Raineburrow, and Rainsberry. 

The N.E. Historic Genealogical 
Society’s Roll of Arms ascribes. this 
Armorial Bearing to Col. William 
Rainsborough of Charlestown, 1639, 
and Watertown, Mass., 1640; and his 
nephew Captain William Rainsbo- 
rough of Boston, Mass., 1673; and to 
Judith, sister of Col. William, who 
married Stephen Winthrop. 

The N.E. Historical and Genealog- 
ical Register (1886), pages 158 
through 171, quotes from testamen- 
tary documents concerning this 
Rainsborough family in England. It 
establishes the line back to Thomas 
Rainsborow, the grandfather of Col. 


William who was in Charlestown, 
Mass., in 1639. ' 

‘A most interesting feature of this 
family is the definite story concern- 
ing the Saracen’s head on the Rains- 
borough Coat-of-Arms, an augmen- 
tation granted to William Rainsbo- 
rough, Esq., the father of Col. Wil- 
liam, Judith (Rainsborough) Win- 
throp, and Martha (Rainsborough) 
Coytmore Winthrop Coggan. 

This William, son of Thomas, was 
baptized at Whitechapel, June 11, 
1587. He married Judith, a daughter 
of Renold and Joane Hoxton. She 
was buried at Wapping, March 3, 
1637-8, and his will was proved April 
8, 1642. During his life his name 
appears frequently on state papers, 
and his knowledge and experience of 
maritime matters was duly recog- 
nized by the Lords of the Admiralty. 

About 1635-6, and for a long se- 
ries of years previous, England was 
and had been suffering from a grie- 
vous scourge—the pirates from the 
north of Africa. They were so bold 
they dared to land within 12 miles 
of Bristol and successfully carry off 
men, women, and children to be sold 
into slavery. 

Feeling ran high, and as no re- 
lief appeared, Capt. Rainsborough 
was asked for suggestions. He was 
against the payment of ransom, as 
this only encouraged the pirates. The 
greater part of the captives, report- 
ed to be some 2,000 in number, 
had been taken within the past two 
years by the pirates of New Sallee, 
and it was Capt. Rainsborough’s 
plan to besiege the harbor even if 
it took two or three years. 

His plan was adopted and on Feb- 
ruary 20, 1636-7 a letter to Lord 
Dep. Strafford states: “This day 
Capt. Rainsborough, an experienced 
& worthy seaman, took his leave of 
His Majesty, and goeth instantly to 
sea with four good ships and two 
pinnaces to the coast of Barbary, 
with instructions & resolution to 
take all Turkish frygates he can 
meet, & to block up the port of Sal- 
ly, & to free the sea from these 
rovers, which he is confident to per- 
form.” 

The port of Sallee was reached in 
good season, and the enemy’s cruis- 
ers, about to start for England and 
Ireland, were hemmed in and 28 of 
their number destroyed. A close siege 
was maintained until the place was 
— up to the English on July 
28th. 


Great enthusiasm was created by 
the successful issue of the expedi- 
tion, and “the King was very willing 
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and forward to have knighted the 

gallant Admiral, but he declined the 

honor. . . . ‘An augmentation to the 
family Arms was undoubtedly con- 
ferred at the time in the shape of 

‘a Saracen’s head couped proper in 

the fesse point.’ ” 

The Saracen was a Moslem enemy 
of the medieval Christians, and with- 
out knowledge of the above expeii- 
tion of Capt. William Rainsborough 
in 1636-7, the heraldic meaning as- 
cribed to this device would indicate 
a Crusader ancestor who fought and 
conquered the “infidels” and “hea. 
then” on the way to the Holy Land. 

We must bear in mind that the 
meanings of the colors, symbols, and 
charges used on Armorial Bearings 
were not developed until long after 
the devices were first adopted. They 
are applicable only to those Arms 
granted after the authority of the 
Earl Marshall had been established, 

Noting the three names on _ the 
Roll of Arms list, led to the conclu- 
sion that material on the family) 
would be easy to locate.

were privately printed. 

The name of “William Rainsbur-§ 
row, 1639” is found on the Mem: 
bership List of the Ancient and Hon- 
orable Artillery Company. But. the 
surname is not found in the Inder 
of Ancestors—Society of Colonial 
Ancestors (1922); the four volumed 
Index to Rolls of Honor, N.S.D.A.R.; 
nor the Surname Index to Geneaol: 
ogy and History. 

William Rainsborough, found in 
Charlestown, Mass., in 1639, was 4 
trader or sea-captain. He removel! 
to ‘Watertown, Mass., in 1640, but 
returned to England where he ac: 
quired distinction during the years 
of the Civil War. He appears to have 
been in Boston, Mass. in 1673 with 
his nephew, William. 

Martha, his sister, was baptized 
at Whitechapel April 20, 1617. She 
married Thomas Coytmore at Wap- 
ping June 24, 1635. They arrived in 
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Charlestown, Mass. in 1636, and 
Thomas was a member of the Ar- 
tillery Company of Boston in 1639, 
along with his brothers-in-law, Wil- 
lion Rainsborough and Stephen Win- 
throp (1641). 

‘homas Coytmore was lost by 
shipwreck in 1644. He and his wife 
Mertha had issue three children: 
Katharine who died at Wapping in 
16:5, the same year she was born; 
Thomas, born at Charlestown in 
162, also died young; and William 
wh died in Charlestown in 1644, 
the same year he was born. 

In December, 1647, Martha mar- 
rie’ Gov. John Winthrop as her sec- 
onc husband, and his fourth wife. 
They had a son Joshua, born in 1648, 
whe lived a little more than three 
eai's. 

" The Governor died March 26, 1649, 
and Martha married thirdly John 
Cogzan of Boston on the 10th of 
March, 1652. A son, Caleb Coggan, 
was born December 5, 1652, but he, 
too, died young. John Coggan died 
in 1658. 

Ai the age of 41, Martha Rains- 
borcugh had buried three husbands 
and five children ... all of her chil- 
dren. Isaac J. Greenwood’s account 
of her life ends with the statement: 
“Disappointed of a fourth marriage, 
we are given to understand she com- 
mitted suicide in 1660.” 

Judith Rainsborough was baptized 
at Wapping September 14, 1624. In 
Boston about 1644, she married Ste- 
phen, son of Governor John Win- 
throp. (A few years later, her sister 
Martha was to marry Stephen’s 
father). He was a Freeman of Bos- 
ton December 7, 1686, when only 17 
» years old, and was appointed by the 

Court in 1639 “to record things,” 
says Savage. 

: In 1649 he returned to England 

» where he acquired military and polit- 
ical distinction. His will, proved Au- 
gust 19, 1658, mentions his three 
daughters: Margaret married first 
Henry Ward, and second Capt. Ed- 
mund Wiley, and left issue; Johan- 
na is believed to have died young; 
and Judith married Richard Hancock 
of London and died without issue. 

William, the nephew, was the son 
"of Thomas Rainsborough, Esq. of 
Whitechapel, co. Middlesex. He was 
in Boston, Mass. in 16738, and living 
in 1687, but we have found no rec- 
ord of his descendants.

Almost universally when one thinks 
of opal it is of the beautiful fiery 
gem which the ladies admire so much. 
However, opal takes many forms, and 
one of the most peculiar forms is 
diatomite. To the student of geology 
diatomite is intensely interesting and 
even a romantic subject. 

If you notice the next time you 
see a swamp, especially in semi- 
tropical zones, there is usually a 
green scum on the surface. If you 
look closely and perhaps use your 
magnifying glass, you will see that 
this is compesed of minute, inde- 
pendent plant growth. The skeletal 
portion of the plant is pure silica with 
water in the composition. When the 
vegetal portion of the plant dies, 
that portion is dissipated in the wa- 
ter, and the siliceous skeletal part 
drops to the bottom of the swamp. 
Before leaving this phase of the his- 
tory of diatomite we should look at 
a single diatom skeleton under the 
microscope set at about 200 power. 
Then we may see the varied forms. 
They may be circular, or square, or 
in fact, any geometric form one can 
conceive of, and were one artistically 
bent, he will find amongst the dia- 
toms, patterns of structures yet un- 
conceived. Consult your mineralog- 
ical literature for illustrations, 

After centuries in the swamp, the 
diatom’s skeleton builds up a _ sub- 
stantial bed of silica in the bottom 
of the depression. When erosion or 
other agencies permits the drainage 
of the swamp the bed of diatoms 
dries out, and becomes a white soft 
rock-like material. In the State of 
Washington near the Columbia River 
and south of the town of Quincy, a 
canyon cut down through the layers 
of Columbia basalt. 

On the north rim of one such can- 
yon prospectors found a brownish 
soft material and curiously dug into 
it to find out what it was. The brown- 
ish coloring came from the iron in 


the lava layers above and simply 
stained what was revealed to be dia- 
tomite. Approximately a foot in from 
the surface the material was a daz- 
zling white. The photograph shows 
lava overlay and the diatomite which 
was about 24 feet thick. As diatomite 
has many uses, one being in a 
famous cleanser which “hasn’t 
scratched yet’’ and as a colloidal so- 
lution in many uses, it has a very 
definite commercial market. The dis- 
covered deposit was ultimately opened 
up and put into commercial produc- 
tion, as the picture indicates the 
opening between lava beds shown is 
approximately 20 feet high and 30 
feet wide, and presently the trucks 
drive directly in between the lava 
beds where a mechanical loader mines 
the diatomite and loads it in one 
operation. The diatoms are so fine 
that if one is to walk in the opera-/ 
tion they should wear rubber boots) 
at least twelve inches high, as the

Here is a fine hobby for a fine 
family. It is the collection of Mr. 
Seymour Fine and family of Lyn- 
brook, Long Island. For years they 
had been admirers and collectors of 
beautiful objects of art and antiques 
with no definite program as to what 
they wanted to accomplish. 

Their visits to antique shops and 
fairs had no special objective. Their 
collecting dollars were spread so thin 
they could not completely cover any- 
thing. 

Then one day in an out-of-the-way 
Connecticut resort they discovered 
the beauty of fine miniatures. This 
inspired them to spend more of their 
leisure time investigating the pos- 
sibilities of these tiny things.

great deal of elbow grease it was 
polished to where it shone as though 
it really had a light within. This 
little lamp was so highly treasured 
that it was given a special place 
of honor on a shelf by itself. 

The idea was that it would be 
joined later by other tiny objects of 
art. But it was lonely. It needed the 
companionship of others of its fam- 
ily. And so the Fines, being humani- 
tarians at heart, set forth to bring 
light into the life of their little lamp. 

They visited many shops in their 
area but what they were shown as 
miniatures were generally from 6 to 
7 inches high. What they sought 
must not be larger than 1 to 3 inch- 
es in height. 

Many dealers admitted they had 
never seen anything this small.

The Two-Headed Card 


By DICK MARTIN 
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AN EARLY EXPERIMENT IN DOUBLE-HEADED CARDS 


Atouts, or trump cards, from a Bolognese tarocchino deck of the late 1700‘s. 
—From Lady Charlotte Schreiber’s “Playing Cards of Various Ages and Countries” 


Almost from the time playing 
cards were first produced commer- 
cially, their enterprising manufac- 
turers have introduced new ideas, 
Countless innovations have appeared. 

Everything from sincere attempts 
to improve the decks for card-play- 
ing, to the most frivolous and im- 
practical novelties have been tried. 
Almost without exception, they have 
failed. 

For five centuries serious card- 
players the world over have stub- 
bornly refused every new “improve- 
ment” that came along. They claimed 


that any deviations from the stand- ® 
ard design distracted their attention 7 


from their game. 
Undoubtedly this is the reason that 
our cards today are the unique 


anachronism of our culture. The | 
court card drawings have hardly | 


changed in 500 years. 


Two novelties, however, were such | 


vast improvements that they were 


accepted enthusiastically, and it is 7 


curious that these comparatively re- 
cent inventions had not been thought 
of centuries earlier, They were the 
corner index and the _ two-headed 
court card. 


Giving the pip cards corner in- 7 
dices, or numbers, was a boon to | 
card players. It enabled them to fan | 
their cards to see at a glance what 
they held in their hands, without © 


having to look at the entire card and 
count its pips to know its value. 


These ‘“squeezers,” as they were | 
called, appeared first in America and 7 
England in the 1860’s, and in the 
90’s were the accepted standard. By 
then they were being used in France © 
and Germany and other parts of 7 
Europe as well. (Tarot decks for cen- } 


turies had had numbered atouts or 


trumps, but very rarely numbered 


pips). 


No one knows where the idea of : 
double-headed court cards first 7 
caught on. Around 1860 they blos- 7 


somed out all over Europe, England, 


and America. By 1890 this innova- § 


tion, too, was almost universally ac- 
cepted. 
These double-headed cards were a 


great advantage. No longer would © 


an opponent know the player held 
a high hand by observing how many 


of, his cards he turned right side up! © 


The idea was ingeniously simple. 
Some card manufacturer probably 
snipped two Kings in half, dis- 
carded the lower parts, and spliced 


the two uppers together; and behold! © 
—a card with the top end up, no | 


matter which way you turned it. 
Although double-heads were new to 
most observers of 1860, there had 
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been numerous experiments with the 
idea considerably earlier than that. 
Arnoux of Marseilles had issued a 
two-headed deck in 1806. 

The official French court card de- 
signs of 1818 were divided diagon- 
ally to form double-heads as early 
as 1827. Andreas Gobl of Munich 
experimented with double-head 
courts before the end of the 18th 
century, and Austrian tarots were 
— with double-pictured atouts by 
1300. 

Even before these, the 62-card ver- 
sion of the Italian tarot deck—the 
Bolognese tarocchino—had used dou- 
bie-headed courts ard atouts. Exam- 
pies of these have survived from as 
far back as 1750. 

But it required the efforts of such 
card makers as Woviley, Jas. Eng- 
lish, Goodall and De 1a Rue in Eng- 
land, and the Consolidated Card Co., 
lL. i. Cohen, Andrew Dougherty and 
Russell, and Morgan in the United 
States, to establish the idea firmly 
during the 1870’s and 1880's. 

Artistically, however, playing cards 
have suffered from the invention. 
The Kings and Queens of the card- 
board court have been deprived of 
their legs and feet. So the quaint 
and charming little figures, posing 
in their characteristic costumes, are 
lost to us forever. 

The trick of dividing the figures 
horizontally—or, more usually, diag- 
onally—has resulted in some strange 
and freakish creations. (Our King of 
Hearts, with his four hands, is par- 
ticularly disturbing). 

It is curious to think that the gen- 
eral appearance of the medieval fig- 
ures on our court cards has remained 
basically the same for five centuries. 
Even the convention of their double- 
headed bodies is now over-a hundred 
years old. 

Indeed, most people (especially 
card players) who are not familiar 
with the history of the designs find 
the old, obsolete, full-length figures 
strange. Sometimes people do not 
even recognize th ing 
cards! . ae 

But, after all, cards are made for 
card players, so the two-headed card 
is undoubtedly here to stay.
